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Montrose  Gays  to  Stay  A  way 

Houston  Klan  to  Stage  Anti-Gay  Demonstration

HOUSTON,  TX  —  The  Ku 
Klux  Klan  (KKK)  has  been  granted 
a  permit  to  stage  a  “march  against 
homosexuality”  through  the  gay 
business  district  here,  and  the  local 
gay  community  has  responded  by 
vowing  to  ignore  the  Klan’s  ef¬ 
forts.  The  march,  scheduled  for 
Saturday,  June  9,  will  take  place  in 
Houston’s  Montrose  section. 

Local  activists  contacted  by 
GCN  said  the  community  was  be¬ 
ing  encouraged  to  stay  away  from 
the  Klan  demonstrators  and  added 
that  they  expect  most  of  the  gay 
businesses  along  the  march  route 
to  close  for  the  two  hours  the  Klan 


might  be  in  the  area.  Some  bars 
have  announced  that  they  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  do  business,  but  will  lock 
their  doors  for  the  time  the  Klan  is 
in  the  area  and  will  allow  neither 
entrance  nor  exit  during  that  time. 

In  explaining  the  march’s  pur¬ 
pose,  Larry  Bagneris,  a  local  black 
gay  activist,  said  “the  KKK  is 
marching  because  they  think  gay 
people  have  gotten  out  of  hand. 
They  think  [Mayor  Kathy]  Whit¬ 
mire  and  other  officials  can’t  con¬ 
trol  gays.  They’re  calling  on  all 
‘good  white  Christians’  to  march. 
It  is  symbolic  of  controlling  gays.” 

Ray  Hill,  a  local  activist  and 


past  president  of  the  Gay  Political 
Caucus  (GPC),  told  GCN  he  ex¬ 
pects  some  organizations  to  coun- 
terdemonstrate  when  the  Klan 
marches,  but  he  expects  they  will 
not  be  gay-identified.  He  mention¬ 
ed  the  Revolutionary  Communist 
Party,  the  John  Brown  Anti-Klan 
Coalition  and  the  Socialist 
Workers  Party  as  groups  planning 
to  be  present.  Hill  said  that  he 
agrees  with  the  plan  to  ignore  the 
Klan  and  explained  it  as  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  deny  publicity  and 
credibility  to  the  Klan.  “There  are 
some  [gay]  people  who  want  to  re¬ 
spond,  but  the  closer  we  get  to  the 


AIDS  Test  Planned 


Red  Cross  to  Screen  Blood

BETHESDA,  MD  —  The 
American  Red  Cross  has  announc¬ 
ed  plans  to  begin  an  experimental 
test  for  AIDS  in  blood  donated  for 
transfusions.  The  test,  says  the 
Red  Cross,  is  the  first  step  in  a  pro¬ 
cess  of  developing  a  screening 
method  for  AIDS  in  all  donated 
blood  and  is  similar  to  tests  now 
routinely  performed  for  hepatitis 
B  and  certain  other  infections. 

Dr.  Alfred  J.  Katz,  executive 
director  of  blood  services  for  the 
Red  Cross,  explained  that  the  test 
will  aim  to  detect  antibodies 
specific  to  human  T-cell  leukemia 
virus  (HTLV-3),  the  virus  now 
thought  by  many  researchers  to  be 
the  cause  of  AIDS.  Antibodies  are 
the  proteins  produced  by  the  body 
to  resist  viruses  and  other  foreign 
substances.  Katz  said  the  test  made 
use  of  a  recently  isolated  strain  of 
HTLV-3  provided  by  scientists  at 
the  National  Cancer  Institute.  A 
unit  of  blood  testing  positive  for 
the  HTLV-3  antibody  would  be 
thrown  out  because  of  the  possible 
risk  that  a  person  receiving  it 
would  develop  A.IDS,  he  said. 

Researchers  are  proceeding  on  the 
assumption  that  HTLV-3  will 
prove  to  be  biologically  identical 


to  the  lymphadenopathy  virus 
(LAV)  found  last  May  in  people 
with  AIDS  at  the  Pasteur  Institute 
in  Paris.  But  Katz  warned  that 
should  the  two  viruses  not  be  the 
same,  “then  we  will  have  to  start 
all  over  again.” 

The  initial  screening  will  take 
place  at  the  Red  Cross’  main  lab  in 
Bethesda,  as  well  as  from  one  to 
three  regional  blood  centers,  prob¬ 
ably  in  California  or  New  York, 
where  the  greatest  concentrations 
of  AIDS  cases  have  been  found. 

It  will  take  about  six  months, 
Katz  said,  to  evaluate  the  accuracy 
of  the  test.  Should  the  screening 
procedure  prove  successful  and 
should  there  be  enough  biological 
material  available  to  mass-produce 
it,  Red  Cross  officials  might  con¬ 
sider  using  it  routinely  to  screen 
donated  blood.  There  was  no  in¬ 
dication  what  the  test  might  cost. 

Katz  admitted  that  the  new  test 
would  raise  a  number  of  difficult 
questions.  At  the  current  stage  of 
knowledge  about  AIDS,  scientists 
are  not  certain  exactly  what  a 
positive  test  would  mean.  Presence 
of  the  antibody  might  indicate  an 
active,  transmissable  infection,  a 
past  infection  followed  by  re¬ 


covery  without  developing  AIDS, 
or  the  possibility  that  the  person 
tested  might  contract  AIDS  at 
some  future  time.  And  because  the 
incubation  period  of  AIDS  ap¬ 
parently  ranges  from  a  few  months 
to  more  than  five  years,  new  cases 
might  continue  to  develop  in  peo¬ 
ple  who  receive  transfusions  be¬ 
fore  the  test  is  instituted. 

Blood  bank  officials  have  also 
not  yet  worked  out  a  policy  for 
notifying  donors  if  their  blood 
tests  positively  for  the  HTLV-3  an¬ 
tibody.  Katz  said  a  decision  on 
these  procedures  awaits  a  deter¬ 
mination  of  the  accuracy  of  the 
test  by  a  human  experimentation 
review  committee  yet  to  be 
organized. 

People  with  AIDS  and  gay  com¬ 
munity  activists  have  expressed 
fears  that  new  blood  screening 
methods  might  provide  the  basis 
for  a  blanket  quarantine  of  people 
having  or  even  suspected  of  having 
the  disease. 

Katz  said  that  blood  banks  were 
coming  “under  considerable 
pressure  to  do  something  in  the 
way  of  lab  testing”  for  AIDS. 

One  instance  of  such  pressure  is

event,  the  more  the  GPC  position 
seems  to  be  a  wise  one.  Any  ra- 
sponse  either  vocal  or  visible 
would  create  a  news  storm,  and  en¬ 
hance  the  awareness  of  the  Klan 
being  here.  The  establishment 
media  would  play  the  gay  com¬ 
munity  against  the  Klan  and  vice 
versa.  It’s  not  wise  to  expand  the 
news  coverage.” 

Bagneris,  who  said  he  has  had 
several  confrontations  with  the 
Klan,  told  GCN  that  “one  hun¬ 
dred  percent  of  the  organizations 
and  businesses  agree  the  worst  in¬ 
sult  [to  the  Klan]  would  be  to  total¬ 
ly  ignore  the  KKK.“  He  maintains 
that  confronting  the  Klan  is  not 
worth  the  effort  and  risks  of  tar¬ 
nishing  the  image  of  the  Houston 
gay  community.  “The  KKK  in  the 
city  of  Houston  is  a  joke.  Any¬ 
body  walking  down  the  street  in 
$1.98  sheets  must  have  a  mental 
problem.  They  can’t  be  educated. 
[Gay  people]  work  five  days  a 
week  and  give  the  city  a  tax  base. 
We’ll  show  the  KKK  they’re  on  the 
outside  and  we  are  on  the  inside.” 

Hill  agreed  with  Bagneris,  say¬ 
ing  “We  don’t  want  to  appear  as 
the  leftist  antithesis  of  the  Klan.” 
And  a  spokesperson  for  the  Hous¬ 
ton  chapter  of  Black  and  White 
Men  Together  (BWMT),  who 
wished  to  remain  unnamed,  said 
his  organization  agrees  with  the 
decision  to  ignore  the  Klan.  “It’s 
ridiculous  to  stand  out  there  and 
watch,”  he  remarked.  “They’ll 
just  get  more  media  coverage.  If 
everybody  stays  away,  the  news 
media  will  get  to  film  15  to  20 
[Klansmen]  going  down  an  empty 
street.”  Hill  added,  however,  that 
GPC  plans  a  series  of  talk  show 
appearances  to  counter  the  Klan’s 


anti-gay  message.  These  ap¬ 
pearances  will  be  scheduled  to 
follow  the  Klan  march. 

Ed  Jamail,  the  head  of  the  Com¬ 
munity  Political  Action  Commit¬ 
tee  (CPAC),  said  that  a  number  of 
community  groups,  including 
CPAC,  CHE  (Citizens  for  Human 
Equality)  and  the  Greater  Mon¬ 
trose  Business  Guild,  met  with 
Police  Chief  Lee  Brown  who  re¬ 
quested  the  gay  community  to 
close  businesses  and  keep  people 
off  the  streets.  “The  police  chief 
requested  we  do  everything  we  can 
to  keep  people  off  the  streets,” 
Jamail  said.  “Everybody  agreed 
that’s  the  best  tactic  because  [the 
Klan]  is  doing  this  for  the  publici¬ 
ty.  [He]  asked  all  businesses  to 
close  as  well.  Most  businesses 
agreed  to  that.”  Jamail  said  police 
would  move  the  Klan  “at  double 
time”  through  the  eight  block 
route.  He  added  that  media  cover¬ 
age  will  be  brief  if  there  are  no 
problems.  He  also  told  GCN  he 
believes  the  Klan  “definitely  wants 
a  confrontation.” 

Added  Bagneris:  “Our  first  op¬ 
tion  was  to  counterprotest.  There 
are  still  individuals  in  the  police 
department  who  don’t  like  blacks 
and  Hispanics  and  gays.  It  would 
be  a  great  opportunity  for  some¬ 
body  to  hit  a  gay  person  or  any 
counterdemonstrator.” 

The  Houston  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  has  long  been  regarded  as 
one  of  the  most  repressive  forces  in 
the  country.  The  force  was  cited  in 
a  1981  report  by  the  U.S.  Civil 
Rights  Commission  on  police  mis¬ 
conduct.  In  1980,  a  Houston  po¬ 
lice  officer  killed  Fred  Paez,  a  gay 
activist  gathering  evidence  of

In  the  Supreme  Court. . . 


WASHINGTON,  DC  —  As 
GCN  goes  to  press,  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  seems  to  be 
rather  busy  with  cases  involving 
gay  rights. 

On  May  29,  the  Court  re¬ 
fused  to  hear  an  appeal  by 
Richard  Longstaff  questioning 
the  policy  of  the  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  Service 
(INS)  to  exclude  lesbian  and 
gay  non-citizens  from  the  coun¬ 
try.  Longstaff,  a  British  im- 
. migrant  who  entered  the  U.S. 
in  1965,  applied  for  naturaliza¬ 
tion  in  1975  and  noted  at  the 
time  that  he  had  “always  been  a 
homosexual.” 

The  U.S.  District  Court  in 
Texas  and  the  Fifth  Circuit 
Court  of  Appeals  upheld  a 
decision  by  the  INS  to  deny 
Longstaff  citizenship.  William 
Brennan  was  the  sole  Supreme 
Court  Justice  voting  to  hear 
Longstaff’s  appeal  of  the  lower 
court  rulings. 

In  1982,  the  Ninth  Circuit 
Court  of  Appeals  ruled  in  the 
case  of  Carl  Hill,  a  gay  man 
who  entered  the  country  in  San 
Francisco,  that  the  INS  re¬ 
quired  a  certificate  from  the 
U.S.  Public  Health  Service 
(PHS)  before  it  could  exclude  a 
lesbian  or  gay  man  from  the 
country.  The  PHS  has  refused 
to  issue  such  certificates, 
however,  because  the  American 
Psychiatric  Association  no 
longer  considers  homosexuality 
a  psychotic  disorder.  That  deci¬ 


sion,  which  holds  only  for  the 
western  states  of  the  Ninth  Cir¬ 
cuit,  is  unaffected  by  the 
Supreme  Court’s  decision  on 
the  Longstaff  case. 

On  May  30,  the  Court  voted 
5  to  4  against  deciding  an  im¬ 
portant  privacy  rights  case  it 
had  accepted  last  October  and 
heard  in  January.  The  case, 
New  York  v.  Uplinger,  was  an 
appeal  by  the  Buffalo,  N.Y. 
district  attorney  of  a  New  York 
Court  of  Appeals  decision  de¬ 
claring  unconstitutional  a  state 
solicitation  law.  The  law 
makes  it  a  crime  to  loiter  in  a 
public  place  for  the  purpose  of 
soliciting  or  engaging  in  “de¬ 
viate  sexual  intercourse”  (see 
GCN,  Vol.  11,  No.  27). 

A  majority  of  justices  held 
that  the  case,  because  of  pro¬ 
cedural  problems,  “provides 
an  inappropriate  vehicle  for  re¬ 
solving  the  important  constitu¬ 
tional  issues  raised  by  the  par¬ 
ties.”  The  New  York  Times 
noted,  however,  that  the  case 
“had  provoked  a  heated  con¬ 
test  between  those  justices  who 
wanted  to  decide  the  issue  and 
those  who  believed  the  pro¬ 
cedural  problems  provided  a 
valid  reason  for  deferring  the 
question  to  another  day.” 

One  element  of  the  pro¬ 
cedural  problem  was  that  New 
York  State  Attorney  General 
Robert  Abrams  himself  refused 
to  defend  the  state’s  statute.

new  Zealand  reform  in  through  the  back 
door 

WELLINGTON,  New  Zealand  —  The  New 
Zealand  Homosexual  Law  Reform  Society  has  pro¬ 
posed  that  sections  of  the  country’s  Crimes  Act 
which  criminalizes  gay  sex  be  repealed  during  an 
overhaul  of  the  rape  laws,  according  to  Pink  Triangle. 

The  Society  recommended  to  the  parliamentary 
select  committee  considering  the  rape  law  reform 
that  sections  141  and  142  of  the  Crimes  Act  1961  be 
repealed,  decriminalizing  consensual  sex  between 
men  over  the  age  of  16. 

The  proposed  Rape  Law  Reform  Bill  also  pro¬ 
vides  privacy  to  complainants  in  rape  cases,  which 
the  Society  suggested  be  extended  to  victims  in  other 
sexual  offense  cases. 

The  bill  also  would  double  the  maximum  penalty 
for  nonconsensual  sodomy  between  men.  But, 
spokesmen  for  the  Society  have  indicated  that  the  in¬ 
creased  penalties  would  be  acceptable  for  noncon¬ 
sensual  acts  if  consensual  acts  were  decriminalized. 

The  Rape  Law  Reform  Bill  is  due  to  be  reported 
back  to  parliament  for  its  second  reading  in  June. 


out  of  the  closet,  into  the  r.o.t.c. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  In  a  dramatic  reversal  of 
anti-war  sentiment  that  drove  the  Reserve  Officer 
Training  Corp  (ROTC)  from  college  campuses  just  a 
decade  ago,  gay  and  lesbian  students  are  petitioning 
California  school  administrators  to  take  action 
against  the  government’s  ban  on  homosexuals  in 
R.O.T.C.,  according  to  the  New  York  Times. 

The  academic  senate  at  San  Jose  State  Universi¬ 
ty  recently  passed  a  resolution  asking  administrators 
to  urge  both  the  Department  of  Defense  and  local 
R.O.T.C.  faculty  to  accept  gay  and  lesbian  students 
as  cadets.  The  resolution  also  directed  the  president 
of  San  Jose  State  to  explore  ways  to  bring  R.O.T.C.  in 
compliance  with  the  campus  nondiscrimination 
policy. 

The  senate’s  resolve  may  crumble  in  the  face  of 
the  Department  of  Defense,  however,  which  so  far  has 
not  altered  its  “straights-only”  policy  regarding 
military  service.  Until  such  a  change,  gay  and  lesbian 
students  will  stay  on  the  outside  looking  in  at  their 
straight  colleagues  in  R.O.T.C.,  but  are  eligible  to 
enroll  in  the  classes  offered  by  R.O.T.C.  curriculum. 

The  University  of  California  Lesbian  and  Gay  In¬ 
tercampus  Network  has  gone  a  step  beyond  the  San 
Jose  State  academic  senate  to  demand  the  University 
of  California  system  cut  back  its  support  of  R.O.T.C. 
programs,  so  that  military  training  is  provided  at  only 
one  of  the  19  schools  in  the  system,  the  bare 
minimum  required  by  federal  law. 


pride  for  some,  not  for  others 

SACRAMENTO  —  For  the  second  year  in  a  row, 
California’s  Gov.  George  Deukmejian  has  refused  to 
issue  an  official  proclamation  of  Lesbian/Gay 
Freedom  Week,  to  be  observed  June  17-24,  according 
to  the  Advocate. 

Peter  McBrien,  aide  to  the  governor,  told 
Konstantin  Berlandt,  president  of  the  Lfesbian/Gay 
Freedom  Day  Committee,  in  a  letter  that  “the 
Deukmejian  administration  makes  it  a  policy  not  to 
issue  proclamations  that  would  advocate  one 
lifestyle  over  another.” 

Three  weeks  after  the  governor  refused  the 
Freedom  Day  Committee,  however,  Deukmejian 
issued  a  proclamation  of  Armenian  Martyrs'  Day.  In  a 
speech  on  April  24,  Deukmejian  pompously  declared, 
"Today,  around  the  globe,  millions  of  people  are  still 
oppressed ....  It’s  a  familiar  story  to  most  of  us  here 
tonight  and  the  most  tragic  part  is  that  it  seems  a 
story  without  end. ...” 

Deukmejian  echoed  past  lesbian/gay  pride  cele¬ 
brants  by  saying  that  “this  is  a  day  for  reflection,  per¬ 
haps  tears.  But  it  is  also  a  day  for  tremendous  pride. 
Just  think  for  a  moment  about  how  much  this  small, 
self-determined  band  of  newcomers  has  achieved  in 
so  short  a  time. . .” 


what’s  the  fuss? 

NELSON,  New  Zealand  —  A  play  about  a  trans¬ 
vestite  elocution  teacher  and  his  12-year-old  pupil  has 
raised  the  hackles  of  the  righteous  here,  according  to 
Pink  Triangle. 

After  performances  of  “The  Elocution  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  Franklin”  earlier  this  year,  letters  in  the  Nelson 
Evening  Mail  charged  that  the  play  was  repulsive, 
disgusting,  and  “insidious  pollution.”  A  series  of  six 
subsequent  shows  was  cancelled  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Sutter  Gallery,  proposed  staging  site 
of  the  play’s  second  run.  One  other  community  in  New 
Zealand  has  cancelled  the  show  because  it  is  “too 
controversial.” 

But  at  least  one  letter  writer  attended  the  play 
and  saw  nothing  about  which  to  become  agitated.  B. 
Francois  wrote:  “I  went  to  see  ‘The  Elocution  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  Franklin’  so  that  I  could  form  my  own  opinion 
and  came  away  wondering  what  all  the  fuss  was 
about.” 


a  little  homophobia  on  his  way  out 

PHILADELPHIA  —  As  a  parting  shot  at  all  gay 
and  lesbian  members  of  the  University  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  community,  a  graduating  senior  posted  a 
banner  reading  “Homosexuality  is  wrong”  from  a  se¬ 
cond  floor  window  of  his  fraternity  house,  according 
to  The  Daily  Pennsylvanian. 

The  school’s  Director  of  Fraternity  and  Sorority 
Affairs,  Rebecca  Reuling,  asked  the  student  to 
remove  the  sign,  which  he  did.  Reuling  said  she  was 
unsure  whether  the  fraternity  could  be  punished  for 
its  member’s  action. 

“Naturally,  we  are  very  disturbed,”  she  said.  “It’s 
a  touchy  issue  and  we  run  into  some  problems  with 
civil  liberties.  The  University’s  code  of  conduct  calls 
for  mature,  responsible  behavior,  but  fails  to  define 
what  we  mean  by  mature,  responsible  behavior.”

The  women 
sued  the  owners  and  won  the  court  battle  to  sit  in  a 
booth,  a  right  now  denied  them  by  the  owners  who 
took  their  toys  and  went  home. 


pier  review 

NEW  YORK  —  Plans  to  regulate  access  to  three 
West  Village  piers  have  raised  gay  eyebrows  and  sus¬ 
picions  of  homophobia  on  the  part  of  Westway 
Management  Group,  according  to  the  New  York 
Native.  Two  of  the  piers  are  popular  cruising  areas 
and  the  third  is  a  well-known  sunbathing  spot  fre¬ 
quented  by  gay  men.  Westway  officials  seek  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  Community  Board  2  (C.B.2)  to  erect  fences 
and  gates,  blocking  access  to  the  piers.  However,  be¬ 
cause  Westway  is  a  division  of  the  state  Department 
of  Transportation,  the  opinion  of  C.B.2  need  not  be 
taken  into  consideration  when  a  final  decision  is 
made. 

One  openly  gay  member  of  C.B.  2  said,  “I’m  sorry  to 
say  there  are  a  lot  of  people  who  don’t  want  gay  peo¬ 
ple  [along  the  piers].”  The  committee  has  adopted  a 
resolution  opposing  any  restriction  on  pier  access 
and  requested  that  a  traffic  study  of  access  roads  to 
the  pier  by  made.

WEST  HOLLYWOOD,  CA  —  Gay  residents  of  this 
unincorporated  1.9  square  mile  area  of  Los  Angeles 
County  have  joined  forces  with  elderly  residents,  rent- 
control  advocates,  apartment  owners  and  tenants  to 
press  for  cityhood,  according  to  the  Advocate.  Nearly 
38,000  people  live  in  West  Hollywood,  90  percent  of 
them  adults  and  an  estimated  25-40  percent  of  them 
gay. 

“I  think  if  West  Hollywood  becomes  a  city,  it  will 
become  the  model  gay  community  in  America,  with¬ 
out  a  doubt,”  said  Art  Guerrero,  spokesman  for  the 
West  Hollywood  Incorporated  Committee.  “It’s  the 
West  Coast  center  for  the  design  industry  and  the 
entertainment  industry  is  headquartered  here.” 

The  Local  Agency  Formation  Committee  is  set  to 
hold  a  public  hearing  on  May  30  to  discuss  the  incor¬ 
poration  proposal.  An  in-depth  study  of  the  financial 
feasibility  of  cityhood  must  also  be  completed  by  the 
Formation  Committee,  and  then,  backers  of  the  move 
will  request  that  the  Los  Angeles  Board  of  Super¬ 
visors  place  the  issue  on  the  November  ballot. 


bookstore  raid  protest  in  london 

LONDON  —  Five  days  after  the  raid  on  London’s 
Gay’s  the  Word  bookshop,  a  defense  committee  was 
formed  to  decide  on  a  legal  strategy  and  fundraising 
activities  and  to  plan  demonstrations  to  protest  the 
raid.  On  April  27,  more  than  100  people  staged  a  dem¬ 
onstration  outside  customs  headquarters,  according 
to  the  Advocate. 

More  than  800  books  imported  from  America 
were  seized  in  a  mid-April  raid  by  customs  police  who 
told  the  bookshop  managers  that  the  books  would  be 
scrutinized  to  determine  if  the  store  had  violated 
customs  law  by  importing  “indecent”  literature. 
Among  the  seized  materials  were  Tales  of  the  City  by 
Armistead  Maupin,  Southern  Discomfort  by  Rita  Mae 
Brown,  Cruise  to  Win  by  Lenny  Giteck,  and  The  Joy  of 
Lesbian  Sex. 

According  to  Michael  Mason,  co-editor  of  Lon¬ 
don’s  Capitol  Gay,  the  next  step  is  for  customs  of¬ 
ficials  to  say  which  books  will  be  destroyed  and 
which  will  be  returned  to  the  store.  “A  principal  aim  at 
the  moment  is  to  pressure  customs  officials  to  make 
them  come  up  with  a  quick  decision.”  The  managers 
of  the  store  are  vulnerable  to  criminal  charges  of  im¬ 
porting  “indecent”  literature,  in  addition  to  facing  the 
destruction  of  about  one-third  of  their  stock. 

The  five-year-old  Gay’s  the  Word  is  England’s 
largest  gay  bookstore  and  serves  as  an  informal  com¬ 
munity  center.  Paul  Hegarty,  assistant  manager  of 
the  store,  said  of  the  raid,  “At  the  moment,  we’re  not 
going  to  go  broke  over  it,  but  obviously  if  charges  are 
brought,  it  would  be  very  serious  for  the  future  of  the 
bookshop.”

ANAHEIM,  CA  —  Although  Disneyland  of¬ 
ficials  have  said  they  will  allow  two  male  teenagers  to 
dance  with  each  other  on  the  park’s  Tomorrowland 
Terrace  dance  floor,  they  also  said  they  will  continue 
a  ban  on  same  sex  dancing  for  all  other  parkgoers,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  UPI  dispatch. 

Ross  Exler  and  Shawn  Elliott  were  ejected  from 
the  amusement  park  and  filed  suit  against  it  two 
months  later.  They  charged  that  their  civil  rights  had 
been  violated.  A  judge  agreed  with  the  youths,  but  a 
park  spokesman  said  that  Exler  and  Elliott  may  dance 
with  each  other,  but  no  other  same  sex  couples  may 
do  so  in  the  park. 


ruffled  feathers  stir  quills  at  yale 

NEW  HAVEN  —  A  battle  of  pens  erupted  in  the 
Yale  Alumni  Magazine  and  Journal  after  an  ad  for  the 
gay  and  lesbian  alumni  group  appeared  in  the 
February  issue  of  the  magazine,  according  to  the  New 
York  Native. 

The  ad,  which  described  Yale  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Alumni  (GALA)  and  invited  alumni  to  participate  in 
GALA  events  during  June  Reunion  Weekend,  sparked 
a  flurry  of  angry  letters  from  offended,  presumably 
straight,  alums.  Said  one,  “I  think  your  efforts  should 
be  devoted  to  turning  homosexuals  away  from  their 
despicable  practices  rather  than  attempting  to 
change  Yale  to  make  it  a  better  place.”  And  another 
asked,  “Does  Yale  want  to  be  the  leader  of  the 
Decline  and  Fall  of  the  U.S.A.?” 

Tom  Rummler,  a  member  of  the  GALA  reunion 
committee,  told  the  Native,  "I  guess  I’ve  got  too  much 
faith  in  the  lasting  value  of  a  liberal  education.” 

According  to  the  editor  of  the  magazine,  the  ad 
policy  is  to  run  any  ad  that  is  “rational  and  not  scur¬ 
rilous.”  The  editor  said  GALA’S  ad  did  not  fall  into  the 
realm  of  political  advocacy;  it  was  merely  an 
announcement  of  an  alumni  organization. 

Not  to  be  outdone  by  alumni  critical  of  the  group, 
letters  from  both  gay  and  straight  supporters  were 
scheduled  to  be  published  in  the  May  issue  of  the 
magazine.

Gay  Man  Leaves  $200K  to  Benefit  Gay  Rights

ERIE,  PA  —  The  will  of  John 
DeWitt  McBride,  leaving  $200,000 
“to  be  devoted  to  furthering  the 
civil  rights  of  American  homosex¬ 
uals,”  is  being  contested  by  two 
nieces  on  the  grounds  that  it  was 
written  while  McBride  resided  in 
Mexico  and  when  he  was  “suffer¬ 
ing  the  effects  of  alcohol  abuse  as 
well  as  senility.” 

McBride,  originally  from  Okla¬ 
homa,  taught  French  at  Edinboro 
State  University,  near  Erie,  from 
1969  to  1979,  before  relocating  to 
Gaudalajara,  Mexico,  where  he 
died  on  May  20,  1983  at  the  age  of 
58. 

“Unless  someone  or  some 
group  from  the  gay  community 
comes  forward  to  fight  for  the 
money,  I’m  afraid  it  will  be  eaten 
away  by  bankers  and  lawyers,  or 
that  the  nieces  will  win,”  said  Dr. 
Raymond  Lemieux,  former  col¬ 
league  of  McBride,  and  the  person 
named  by  the  will  to  dispense  the 
money,  which  is  being  held  in  the 
Trust  Department  of  the  First  Na¬ 
tional  Bank  of  Pennsylvania  in 
Erie. 

“No  one  was  more  surprised 
than  I  was  to  be  named  in  the 
will,”  continued  Lemieux,  who 
does  not  identify  himself  as  gay. 
“He  had  wanted  to  leave  it  all  to 
me,  viva  voce,  to  be  distributed  to 
worthy  causes  within  the  gay  com¬ 
munity,  but  I  didn’t  want  that 
stress,  nor  did  I  feel  I  had  the 
knowledge.”

ROCKVILLE,  MD  —  A  group 
of  fundamentalists  calling 
themselves  “Citizens  for  Decent 
Government”  have  succeeded  in 
preventing  the  enactment  of 
Montgomery  County,  Maryland’s 
human  rights  law.

By  the 
deadline,  some  24,000  signatures 
were  submitted  on  petitions  calling 
for  a  November  referendum  vote 
on  the  issue.  County  election  of¬ 
ficials  will  take  until  July  to  verify 
that  a  sufficient  number  of  names 
are  valid,  and  the  county  council 
will  then  have  until  August  15  to 
certify  the  referendum  for  the 
November  ballot.

Crowley,  leader  of  Citizens  for  a 
Decent  Government  and  pastor  of 
the  Montrose  Baptist  Church  in 
Rockville,  was  quick  to  exclaim 
“We’re  on  the  ballot!”  his  peti¬ 
tion  drive  faces  serious  legal 
challenges.

prostitutes,  Winton’s  disclosure  of 
his  judicial  “identity”  to  the 
hustlers,  and  the  possibility  of 
“diminished  public  respect  for  the 
judiciary”  as  a  result  of  the  case. 

The  Court  claimed  that  Crane 
had  “expoited  vulnerable  young 
persons,”  a  charge  that  went  a  step 
further  than  the  original  convic¬ 
tions  for  solicitation.  Initially, 
Winton  had  been  indicted  on  two 
counts  of  engaging  in  prostitution 
with  a  child,  but  those  charges  had 
been  dropped.  Winton’s  lawyer, 
Peter  Thompson,  told  GCN  the 
Supreme  Court  “did  not  expressly 
find  that  (Winton)  was  involved 
with  young  persons,  because  in 
fact  he  wasn’t.”  Thompson  ex¬ 
plained  that  while  one  of  the  pro¬ 
stitutes  was  actually  two  months 
under  the  18-year-old  age  of  con¬ 
sent,  Winton  was  not  found  cul¬ 
pable,  because  the  hustler  had  con¬ 
vincingly  misrepresented  his  age  to 
Winton. 

Winton’s  technical  innocence 
on  the  underage  accusation  did  not 
prevent  the  Supreme  Court  from 
being  swayed  by  public  fears  of 
child  molestation.  Though  the 
Court  clearly  noted  in  its  opinion 
that  Winton  had  given  his  phone 
number  to  at  least  some  of  the 
hustlers  and  had  “welcomed  one 
of  the  prostitutes  to  his  judicial 
chambers  for  social  visits,”  the 
Court  persisted  in  its  perception 
that  Winton  was  corrupting  young 
men.  Lawyer  Thompson  charac¬ 
terized  Winton’s  involvement  with 
the  hustlers  as  primarily  “social,” 
motivated  by  the  “loneliness”  of 
his  closeted  sexual  and  social 
orientation. 

Thompson  believes  the  Court’s 
decision  sets  a  “higher  standard” 
for  judges  than  is  required  of  the 
general  public.  Winton’s  dismissal 
also  sets  a  significantly  higher 
standard  forjudges  than  had  been  ap¬ 
plied  previously.  Two  years  before 
Winton’s  original  trial,  Judge 
Walter  Mann  was  merely  repri-

in  California,  where  an  attorney 
and  hemophiliac  has  sued  a  local 
blood  bank  for  $3  million,  claim¬ 
ing  it  gave  him  blood  that  caused 
him  to  contract  AIDS. 

Daniel  Gallagher  of  Los  Gatos, 
Calif.,  has  charged  that  Cutter 
Laboratories  of  Emeryville  was 
negligent  in  screening  the  blood  it 
obtained  from  donors.  “The  Cut¬ 
ter  Laboratories  know  that  nar¬ 
cotic  addicts  and  homosexuals  are 
a  suspect  group  for  AIDS  and  are 
not  acceptable  to  commercial 
[laboratories]  selling  blood  for 
transfusions,”  said  Gallagher  in  a 
suit  filed  in  Santa  Clara  County 
Superior  Court.  Spokespersons 
for  Cutter  Laboratories  had  no

manded  by  the  state  Board  of  Jud¬ 
icial  Responsibility  after  a  news¬ 
paper  article  exposed  his  solicita¬ 
tion  of  prostitutes.  One  prominent 
fact  differentiates  the  two  cases: 
the  sexual  preference  of  the 
judges. 

Winton  first  publicly  acknow¬ 
ledged  that  he  is  gay  when  the 
solicitation  charges  were  brought. 
Though  he  was  never  formally  in¬ 
dicted  for  sodomy,  the  issue 
became  a  focal  point  in  his  first 
judicial  review  in  May  1983.  Dur¬ 
ing  that  hearing,  evidence  was  in¬ 
troduced  indicating  that  75  per¬ 
cent  of  the  state’s  judges  and  99 
percent  of  the  state’s  lawyers 
violate  laws  against  oral  and  anal 
sex. 

In  sworn  testimony,  Winton 
acknowledged  that  he  had  engaged 
in  sodomy  and  that  he  might  do  so 
again  in  the  future.  Judge  Mann, 
who  along  with  his  reprimand  for 
solicitation  had  been  required  to 
sign  a  stipulation  that  he  would 
never  again  solicit  or  accept  a  pro¬ 
stitutes  services,  noted  Winton’s 
“courage”  in  his  refusal  to  dis¬ 
count  the  possibility  of  future  acts 
of  sodomy. 

The  unconstitutionality  of  the 
anti-sodomy  laws  was  completely 
“sidestepped”  in  the  Supreme 
Court’s  opinion,  Thompson  said. 
The  justices  were  overwhelmingly 
concerned  with  the  authoritative 
image  of  the  judicial  bench:  “By 
disclosing  his  identity  and  judicial 
position  to  the  prostitutes,  he 
made  even  greater  the  risk  of  dis¬ 
credit  both  to  himself  and  the 
judiciary.” 

The  justices  did  not  specify  that 
the  “identity”  referred  to  in  their 
opinion  is  a  gay  identity.  The  opi¬ 
nion  equates  Winton’s  “identity” 
with  his  “judicial  position”  as 
subjects  which  are  both  unfit  for 
disclosure.  In  essence  this  opinion 
mandates  a  celibate  closet  for  gay 
judges  in  Minnesota.

To  the  editor: 

The  May  26,  1984  issue  of  GCN  was  instruc¬ 
tive.  On  the  one  hand  Sue  Hyde’s  review  of  Trull 
and  Higbie,  on  the  other  Warren  Blumenfeld’s  re¬ 
view  of  the  Boston  Gay  Men’s  Chorus  (BGMC) 
and  in  the  middle  —  like  the  avenging  angel  — 
Robert  Halfhill’s  Speaking  Out  on  Anti-porn/ 
Gay  Male  Separatism.  What  emerges  from  a  syn¬ 
thesis  reading  of  all  three  —  like  the  meaning  that 
arises  from  metaphor  —  is  impressvie  and  self- 
evident:  way  over  to  the  Left,  so  far  over  that  they 
merge  with  the  BGMC  way  over  on  the  Right,  the 
radical  lesbian  movement  hacking  up  the  real 
issues  of  same-sex  concerns.  If  we  change  the 
equation  and  put  Halfhill  to  one  side,  the  BGMC 
on  the  other  and  make  Hyde  the  fulcrum,  there  is 
hope. 

As  a  gay  male  musician  (does  a  Yala  DMA 
qualify  as  “impressive  credentials”?)  1  will  pri¬ 
marily  address  my  remarks  to  the  BGMC  review. 
The  Boston  Globe  quite  nicely  took  care  of  the 
musical  qualities  of  the  concert  in  Jordan  Hall  — 
embarrasingly  bad.  Interestingly  enough,  albeit 
at  a  glancing  blow,  the  Globe  critic  implied  that 
the  BGMC’s  politics  were  amiss  as  well  as  their 
musicianship.  I’ve  addressed  myself  to  that  topic 
before  in  GCN  from  an  anguished  sense  of  be¬ 
trayal  of  my  gay  pride  at  what  BGMC  is  really  up 
to  —  and  it  ain’t  gay  pride.  Better  call  it  gay 
toadying  up  to  the  bourgeois  hetero  notion  of 
elite  culture.  I’m  being  too  generous:  petit  bour¬ 
geois  (they  ape  and  ape  and  ape  and . . . . ) 

In  case  your  gay  male  readers  missed  it  —  I’m 
sure  lesbian  activists  didn’t;  let  me  point  out  the 
creepy  horrors  slithering  their  way  insidiously 
through  the  article  by  Blumenfeld. 

Hetero-Cultural-Elitism:  “duality  music,” 
“Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,”  “Symphony 
Hall,”  “Wang  Center,”  “best  of  Boston”  (I  as¬ 
sume  this  means  all  BGMC  men  qualify  for  John 
Robinson’s  society  column).

Dear  Editor: 

Recently  a  group  of  women  in  the  Boston  area 
have  become  aware  that  the  Harvard  Community 
Health  Plan  clinics  discriminate  against  women 
who  do  not  have  permanent  relationships  with 
men,  in  regard  to  fertility  treatments.  While 
HCHP  offers  artificial  insemination  services  to 
“infertile”  married  and  unmarried  couples,  it 
refuses  to  refer  unmarried  straight  women  and 
lesbians  who  do  not  have  permanent  relationships 
with  asperfnic  men  for  artificial  insemination. 
HCHP  has  given  a  variety  of  reasons  (all  of  a 
superficial  and  silly  nature)  for  this  discrimina¬ 
tion,  and  some  of  us  have  decided  to  challenge 
fhis  decision  through  the  HCHP  appeals  process 
and,  if  necessary,  through  the  legal  process.  An 
appeal  has  been  filed  with  HCHP  and  a  lawyer 
has  been  consulted.  At  this  point,  we  would  like 
to  hear  from  any  other  woman  who  have  ex¬ 
perienced  fertility-related  discrimination  from 
HCHP  (or  from  other  health  care  providers,  for 
that  matter);  we  are  interested  in  sharing  ex¬ 
periences  and  in  meeting  other  women  who  would 
like  to  join  us  in  our  action.

Dear  President  Conway: 

I  am  writing  to  strongly  protest  the  closing  of 
Hover  House,  and  to  voice  my  concern  over  the 
apparent  level  of  homophobia  in  your  Ad¬ 
ministration. 

As  a  lesbian,  I  am  hard  pressed  to  remember  a 
more  repressive  atmosphere  than  I  experienced  at 
Smith  college  and  when  I  graduated  in  1969,  I  felt 
immense  relief  at  getting  out  of  such  a  closeted 
and  anxiety-producing  environment.  Although  I 
have  been  away  from  campus  for  1 5  years,  I  know 
how  important  it  was  for  me  to  find  support  from 
the  women  around  me  while  I  was  a  student  there, 
and  had  Hover  House  existed  in  the  late  ’60s,  I 
have  no  doubt  that  I  would  have  lived  there  and 
that  it  would  have  been  filled  to  capacity. 

While  I  understand  Smith’s  need  for  more 
housing  space,  and  while  I  am  gratified  to  hear 
that  more  and  more  freshmen  are  arriving,  I  do 
not  feel  that  the  solution  to  acquiriing  more  dorm 
space  lies  in  closing  one  which  already  exists.  My 
suspicions  are  further  aroused  when  I  read  in  Gay 
Community  News,  Vol.  11,  No.  34,  March  17, 
1984,  that  Hover  House,  “an  unofficial  but  well- 
known  lesbian  cooperative  housing  unit  on  cam¬ 
pus,”  was  the  dorm  targeted  for  closing.  Hover 
House  has  only  16  spaces,  according  to  GCN,  and 
I  fail  to  see  how  closing  it  will  alleviate  any  serious 
housing  shortages  on  campus.  My  belief  is  that 
Hover  House  was  closed  specifically  because  of 
its  “notoriety”  as  a  lesbian  house,  and  that  the 
excuse  made  to  cover  its  closing  had  to  do  with 
greater  housing  needs.  If  your  have  another 
plausible  explanation,  I  would  welcome  your 
response. 

Since  1969,  when  the  lesbian/gay  civil  rights 
movement  was  born  in  this  country,  lesbians  and 
gay  men  have  made  gains  which  are  now  coming 
to  fruition  nationally  and  locally  in  politics, 
employment,  housing,  economics,  the  arts,  and 
law.  Your  Administrtion  seems  to  want  to  remain 
isolated  from  the  reality  of  the  lesbian/gay  move¬ 
ment,  and  appears  not  to  want  to  address  its 
homophobia  now  anymore  than  it  did  15  years 
ago.  For  an  institution  which  consistently  main¬ 
tains  a  quality  academic  and  social  reputation, 
and  which  is  universally  recognized  as  a  leader  in 
the  edcuation  field,  this  cannot  be  tolerated. 

1  urge  you  to  open  dialogues  between  your  Ad¬ 
ministration  and  ALL  students  at  Smith,  on  the 
topics  of  homophobia,  lesbian/gay  civil  rights, 
and  discrimination  based  on  sexual-affectional 
preference.  1  aso  support  the  three  demands 
presented  to  you  by  the  students  currently  invovl- 
ed  in  this  dispute:  the  addition  of  sexual 
preference  to  the  Smith  anti-discrimination 
clause;  inclusion  of  the  Lesbian  Alliance  and  the 
Women’s  Resource  Center  in  the  admission  of¬ 
fice  literature  on  student  groups;  and  description 
of  Hover  and  Tenney  Houses  in  the  housing 
catalog. 

If  my  lover’s  daughter  attends  Smith  in  1999,  1 
want  her  to  know  that  she  will  have  chosen  not 
only  one  of  the  top  academic  leaders  in  the  world, 
but  one  which  also  champions  the  cause  of  ALL 
women’s  rights  and  sets  an  outstanding,  positive 
example  for  other  educators  and  administrators 
to  follow.  Smith  College  can  be  that  leader  now, 
and  should  be.

Warning  Signs  from  San  Francisco 


By  Peter  Drucker 

The  ban  on  gay  male  sex  in  San  Francisco’s  bathhouses,  announced  only  a  few  weeks 
ago,  already  seems  like  old  news.  Many  gay  men  have  not  even  waited  to  see  the  official 
regulations.  They  heard  that  sex  would  be  banned  in  the  baths,  and  they  stopped  going  to 
the  baths.  Two  bathhouses  have  already  closed  or  announced  plans  to  close.  Two  sex  clubs 
have  already  closed  as  well,  although  no  regulations  will  have  any  legal  effect  on  them  until 
the  city’s  Board  of  Supervisors  passes  a  special  ordinance. 

At  least  seven  of  the  eleven  supervisors  have  reportedly  decided  to  confirm  the  health 
department’s  authority  to  ban  sex.  A  challenge  by  bath  owners  to  the  new  regulations 
(already  drafted  by  mid-May,  but  still  “confidential”)  seems  to  be  headed  for  the  courts, 
but  few  people  are  paying  attention.  People  seem  to  consider  the  supervisors’  and  courts’ 
approval  to  be  a  foregone  conclusion.  Politically,  if  not  legally,  the  ban  is  an  accomplished 
fact. 

The  suddenness  and  speed  with  which  this  edict  came  down  in  San  Francisco  should 
send  a  message  to  lesbian  and  gay  people  around  the  country.  The  issues  raised  and  lessons 
to  be  drawn  extend  far  beyond  bathhouses,  and  will  outlast  the  AIDS  crisis.  They  reveal 
disturbing  things  about  the  climate  for  lesbian  and  gay  politics  in  the  1980s. 

Sickness  and  Social  Control 

The  fear  and  label  of  sickness  continue  to  hover  around  gay  people.  The  label’s  emo¬ 
tional  impact  is  undiminished.  Like  the  cry  of  “save  our  children,”  it  stirs  up  deep  emotions 
in  people,  focussed  on  pseudo-scientific  notions  about  “normality,”  “purity,”  “con¬ 
tagion.”  These  notions  provide  powerful  tools  for  social  control  and  justify  assumptions  of 
awesome  power  by  the  government.  No  official  in  San  Francisco  but  health  director  Mervyn 
Silverman  could  have  acted  so  quickly  or  authoritatively  to  ban  sex.  Health  officials  all  over 
the  U.S.  have  far-reaching  authority  to  restrict  and  quarantine  people;  these  officials’ 
orders  can  be  based  on  valid  medical  reasoning,  on  political  pressure,  or  on  blind  prejudice. 
Historian  Allan  Berube  has  uncovered  one  such  order,  issued  in  early  20th-century  San 
Francisco,  which  cordoned  off  and  effectively  imprisoned  the  city’s  whole  Chinese  com¬ 
munity  on  the  grounds  that  Chinatown’s  “evil  odors”  were  responsible  for  an  outbreak  of 
bubonic  plague. 

Most  people  (including,  amazingly  enough,  many  lesbian  and  gay  people)  trust  medical 
authorities.  San  Francisco’s  gay  community  has  been  confused  and  divided  in  response  to 
health  director  Silverman’s  announcement,  not  only  because  of  people’s  understandable 
panic  over  AIDS,  but  because  of  strong  suspicions  that  we  may  indeed  have  behaved  in  sick 
ways  and  spread  disease,  and  perhaps  should  submit  to  the  guidance  and  orders  of  the 
sickness  experts.  Only  widespread,  half-repressed  guilt,  or  a  desire  to  surrender  our  own 
judgment  to  experts  can  explain  why  gays  are  willing  to  accept  a  supposed  health  measure 
that  makes  so  little  sense. 

Silverman’s  decision  does  not  simply  affirm  that  specific  sexual  practices,  which 
sometimes  occur  in  bathhouses,  have  some  probable  role  in  transmitting  AIDS.  Instead  it 
feeds  the  ideology  that  gay  male  sex  spreads  sickness.  The  ban  is  expected  to  prohibit  all  gay 
male  sexual  practices,  including  those'such  as  mutual  masturbation  which  scientists  have 
never  linked  with  AIDS  and  which  the  health  department  itself  has  called  safe.  Health  in¬ 
spectors  will  probably  overlook  things  like  that,  Silverman  has  privately  told  gay  leaders, 
but  they  will  be  banned  by  the  letter  of  the  regulations.  Why?  Because  he  “would  not  stand 
before  the  national  press  and  get  into  a  discussion  of  risky  sex.” 

This  statement,  from  a  man  officially  responsible  for  health  education,  gives  the  lie  to 
the  idea  that  his  ban  has  a  purely  medical  rationale.  From  its  inception,  the  motivating  force 
behind  it  has  been  the  pressure  of  uninformed  straight  voters.  The  health  department  will 
undertake  to  educate  gay  men  about  what  kind  of  sex  they  should  or  should  not  indulge  in; 
gays  are  a  suitable  target  for  instruction  and  correction.  But  straight  voters,  who  might  out 
of  ignorance  support  foolish,  repressive  laws,  or  straight  bigots  with  a  new  excuse  to  attack 
gay  people  (not  a  major  health  issue,  apparently),  are  not  fit  subjects  for  scientific  educa¬ 
tion.  The  health  establishment  will  not  explain  to  the  straight  majority  that  gay  sex  is  not,  in 
itself,  dangerous.  Instead  it  will  pander  to  ignorance  and  prejudice,  ratify  it  in  public,  and 
enact  it  into  law. 

By  reinforcing  the  old  ideological  link  between  homosexuality  and  disease,  the  bath¬ 
house  sex  ban  might  do  more  to  encourage  high-risk  sex  than  to  stop  it.  The  problem  goes 
beyond  the  obvious  fact  that  risky  sexual  practices  are  at  least  as  likely  to  take  place  in  the 
bushes  as  in  the  baths.  As  a  spokesperson  for  the  bath  owners  said,  “Silverman’s  edicts  of 
no  sex  have  undermined  safe  sex.  People  are  getting  the  message  that  there  is  no  alternative, 
that  they  just  have  to  stop  having  sex  entirely.”  Ultimately  the  ban  will  perpetuate  the 
climate  of  despair,  guilt  and  the  thrill  of  the  forbidden,  which  may  have  helped  AIDS  to 
spread  in  the  first  place. 

Gay  men  cannot  trust  bath  owners’  social  conscience  to  protect  them  from  AIDS,  of 
course,  any  more  than  we  can  trust  tobacco  growers  to  protect  us  from  lung  cancer. 
Businesspeople  rarely  carry  social  responsibility  to  the  point  where  it  would  cut  into  their 
profits.  We  cannot  put  our  trust  in  bath  owners  or  in  the  medical  establishment  or  (least  of 
all)  in  the  government.  Our  only  genuine  protection  against  AIDS  will  come  from  one 
another:  from  our  self-respect,  our  belief  in  our  right  to  life,  our  insistence  that  researchers 
and  doctors  do  their  jobs,  our  willingness  to  educate  ourselves  and  one  another,  and  the  love 
that  enables  people  to  change  their  lives  out  of  hope  rather  than  fear. 

What  About  Our  Leaders? 

Our  continued  vulnerability  to  old  notions  about  sickness  is  bad  enough.  The  will¬ 
ingness  of  many  of  our  leaders  to  jump  on  the  bandwagon  is  even  more  disturbing.  Just  as 
disturbing  is  the  fact  that  this  ban  came  first  to  San  Francisco,  where  the  lesbian  and  gay

community  is  so  large,  our  institutions  so  well  established,  and  our  political  clout  a  matter  of 
(overblown)  legend. 

I -would  argue  that  the  ban  came  in  San  Francisco  because  the  community  here  is  super¬ 
ficially  so  strong.  Lesbian  and  gay  political  influence  in  San  Francisco,  more  than  anywhere 
else,  has  spawned  a  group  of  gay  “leaders,”  concentrated  in  the  city’s  three  Democratic 
clubs,  led  in  their  turn  by  people  who  hold  or  aspire  to  elective  or  appointive  office.  The 
careers  open  to  these  leaders  makes  them  particularly  willing  to  curry  favor  with  the  straight 
electorate  and  straight  power  structure.  They  avoid  public  confrontations  with  the  politi¬ 
cians  who  run  the  California  Democratic  Party.  They  fight  continually  with  each  other  over 
the  limited  spoils  of  office  and  influence  the  system  allots  to  them.  They  have  taken  on  the 
function  of  mediating  between  other  established  politicians  and  their  own  lesbian/gay  con¬ 
stituency;  they  want  to  avoid  alienating  either  side.  They  work  to  defuse  battles  with  city  and 
state  government,  not  to  fight  them. 

At  every  stage  of  the  sex  ban’s  gestation,  some  of  these  lesbian/gay  leaders  have  helped 
to  move  it  forward  and  push  it  through.  The  ban  began  as  an  initiative  destined  for  the 
November  ballot,  launched  by  gay  deputy  sheriff  Larry  Littlejohn.  Littlejohn  argued  that 
straight  people  are  not  going  to  tolerate  the  kind  of  promiscuity  that  goes  on  in  bathhouses 
for  much  longer,  and  that  the  baths  are  bound  to  go  under  in  the  end.  If  responsible  gay  peo¬ 
ple  take  the  lead  in  “policing  ourselves”  and  closing  them  down  now,  he  argued,  the  com¬ 
munity  will  sail  through  unharmed.  By  “the  community,”  people  like  Littlejohn  mean 
responsible,  middle-class  gay  people  like  him,  with  their  newly  acquired  and  cherished  jobs, 
incomes  and  security. 

Many  lesbian  and  gay  Democrats  panicked  over  the  Littlejohn  initiative.  They  decided 
that  it  was  bound  to  pass,  and  they  dreaded  having  to  take  a  stand  on  it  in  this  fall’s  elec¬ 
tions.  They  could  alienate  gay  voters  by  going  along  with  it;  they  could  alienate  straight 
voters  and  politicians  by  defending  the  gay  people  they  ostensibly  represent.  A  straightfor¬ 
ward  fight  over  a  divisive  issue  is  the  last  thing  these  “leaders”  want.  Their  top  priority 
became  to  get  the  issue  out  of  their  hands  —  the  hands  of  the  responsible,  elected  self- 
proclaimed  representatives  of  the  lesbian/gay  community  —  and  into  the  hands  of  some 
bureaucrat  who  could  make  the  decision  and  take  the  blame.  Their  pressure,  by  all  accounts, 
made  Silverman  act. 

The  classic  line  of  this  farce  came  from  ostensible  socialist  supervisor  Harry  Britt.  Britt 
has  criticized  the  draft  regulations  (which  he  had  seen  as  of  mid-May,  though  the  les¬ 
bian/gay  press  and  public  had  not)  as  “very  offensive”  —  because  they  contain  “explicit 
reference  to  sexual  activity  and  that  kind  of  language  has  no  place  in  law.  ’  ’  The  regulations’ 
content,  as  opposed  to  their  wording,  apparently  does  not  trouble  him.  He  has  spearheaded 
the  drive  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  give  the  health  department  full  authority  over  the 
baths.  A  ban  on  sex  passed  by  the  voters  would  be  a  disaster,  he  has  explained.  But  a  ban  by 
the  experts  is  very  different. 

This  statement  sums  by  Britt’s  philosophy,  and  the  philosophy  of  his  lukewarm-leftist 
Harvey  Milk  Lesbian/Gay  Democratic  Club,  splendidly.  Britt  doesn’t  trust  bath  owners, 
obviously.  He  doesn’t  trust  straight  voters.  He  doesn’t  have  much  confidence  in  lesbian  and 
gay  people:  he  doesn’t  expect  them  to  beat  back  the  ban,  and  he’s  afraid  they  could  jeopar¬ 
dize  his  re-election  this  fall  if  they  try.  In  whom  then  does  Harry  Britt  put  his  faith?  The  ex¬ 
perts.  ' 

Leaders  of  the  city’s  two  other  lesbian/gay  Democratic  Clubs,  Alice  B.  Toklas  and 
Stonewall,  have  "been  more  critical  of  the  ban.  But  they  have  not  made  it  a  priority.  The 
Democratic  primary  here  comes  in  June,  the  convention  in  July.  People  from  all  the  clubs 
hope  to  be  inside  that  convention,  or  at  least  to  influence  it.  At  bottom,  their  philosophy  is 
much  the  same  as  Britt’s.  They  all  act  as  if  they  way  to  move  the  lesbian/gay  movement  for¬ 
ward  is  by  influencing  straight  politicians  and  infiltrating  the  power  structure. 

The  Wrong  Strategy 

This  philosophy  contradicts  everything  the  lesbian/gay  movement  has  learned  (or 
should  have  learned)  about  politics  in  the  15  years  since  Stonewall.  We  have  seen  again  and 
again  that  our  movement  gets  built  when  we  take  on  oppresive  laws,  reach  out  to  straight 
people  any  way  we  can,  make  ourselves  known  and  say  what  we  believe  as  often  and  as  loud¬ 
ly  as  we  can.  The  most  exhilarating  victory  lesbian  and  gay  people  have  won  in  California 
was  the  defeat  of  the  Briggs  initiative,  the  homophobic  law  that  would  have  barred  us  and 
our  supporters  from  teaching  in  public  schools.  When  first  put  on  the  ballot,  this  law  too 
was  “sure  to  win.”  But  lesbian  and  gay  people  went  all  out  to  defeat  it;  they  went  to  speak 
against  it  in  small  towns  where  people  had  never  seen  an  open  lesbian  or  gay  man;  and  the 
Briggs  initiative  lost,  two  to  one.  Amber  Hollibaugh,  who  worked  in  the  anti-Briggs  cam¬ 
paign,  recalled  later  how  eager  her  audiences  were  to  discuss  sexual  politics,  and  how  an 
unexplored  continent  seemed  to  open  up  in  front  of  her. 

Mobilizing  people  guarantees  no  victories.  But  even  a  defeat  in  a  hard-fought  campaign 
over  an  important  issue  can  build  the  movement  in  the  long  run.  The  organizations  formed 
can  stick  together,  alliances  made  can  be  decisive  later,  the  people  educated  stay  educated. 
On  the  other  hand,  even  ostensible  victories  gained  by  trusting  experts  and  officials  can  be 
self-defeating  in  the  long  run.  As  Silverman’s  action  showed,  bureaucrats  ultimately  re¬ 
spond  to  the  pressures  placed  on  them.  If  lesbians  and  gays  are  not  mobilized,  our  pressure 
does  not  count  for  much.  But  the  big  corporations  and  the  bigots  are  always  mobilized,  and 
their  pressure  always  counts.  They  are  the  ones  who  benefit  in  the  long  run  when  we  rely  on 
experts  or  behind-the-scenes  maneuvers. 

Few  cities  have  experienced  the  demobilization  that  San  Francisco’s  brand  of  success 
can  bring  about.  But  even  under  Reagan  gay  people  have  continued  to  come  out,  and  gay 
rights  laws  have  encountered  successes  and  near-successes.  This  gradual,  limited  progress  is 
already  spurring  the  growth  of  lesbian/gay  Democratic  Clubs  (and  Republican  Clubs,  and 
non-partisan  electoral  groups)  in  many  cities.  The  role  of  their  leaders  in  the  San  Francisco 
bathhouse  fight  should  serve  as  a  warning  to  lesbian  and  gay  activists  elsewhere.  Despite  ap¬ 
pearances,  preponderant  influence  for  these  kinds  of  organizations  and  leaders  in  the  short 
run  means  less  power  for  the  lesbian/gay  movement  in  the  long  run. 

Not  all  lesbian  and  gay  activists  in  San  Francisco  have  put  their  energies  into  the  not-so- 
gay  round  of  electoral  politics.  Some  gay  radicals  of  long  standing  have  denounced  the  ban, 
and  put  together  a  more  or  less  spontaneous  demonstration  against  it.  Others  are  active  in 
movements  like  the  anti-intervention  movement,  or  in  the  women’s  community.  But  since 
the  collapse  of  Bay  Area  Gay  Liberation  several  years  ago,  no  lesbian/gay  group  has  em¬ 
erged  that  can  stay  together,  keep  a  large  membership,  provide  a  rival  political  focus  to  the 
Democratic  Clubs,  and  consistently  and  militantly  challenge  the  powers  that  be  from  the 
outside.  Rebuilding  such  an  organization  will  be  necessary  here  and  everywhere  if  the  les¬ 
bian/gay  movement  is  to  regain  its  former  militancy  and  ensure  that  the  gains  we  have  made 
over  the  past  decade  do  not  begin  to  slip  imperceptibly  away.

I  wish  to  point  out  that  Mr.  Goldsmith  is  in  er¬ 
ror.  Bill  Hurst  is  the  announced  U.S.  Senatorial 
candidate  of  the  Libertarian  Party  of  Massachu¬ 
setts.  Mr.  Hurst  was  selected  by  the  Libertarian 
Party  at  its  state  convention  in  January.  To  the 
best  of  my  knowlege,  he  was  not  invited  either. 

It  should  be  in  the  interest  of  gay  political 
organizations  and  the  gay  community  at  large  to 
hear  from  Hurst  and  other  Libertarian  candidates 
and  speakers.  As  part  and  parcel  of  its  long¬ 
standing  commitment  to  individual  rights,  the 
Libertarian  Party  has  been  an  early  and  constant 
advocate  of  the  rights  of  sexual  preference. 

For  the  past  decade,. Libertarians  have  called 
for  an  end  to  all  repressive  laws  that  seek  to  cast 
everyone  in  the  same  sexual  mold.  In  our  1984 
platform,  we  insist  on  the  end  of  discrimination  in 
the  military,  including  the  conversion  to  honor¬ 
able  status  of  all  dishonorable  discharges  based 
on  officially  disapproved  sexual  activity  and  the 
removal  of  all  references  to  same  in  military  per¬ 
sonnel  files.  We  call  for  the  immediate  repeal  of 
all  laws  at  all  levels  of  government  that  seek  to 
regulate  sexual  activity.  We  also  seek  to  disband 
all  vice  squads  and  put  a  stop  to  official  persecu¬ 
tion  of  gays. 

Since  governments  throughout  history  have 
been  the  chief  and  most  vicious  persecutors  of  gay 
people,  the  Libertarian  Party,  in  calling  for  a 
reduction  in  the  power  of  government  to  intrude 
into  anyone’s  live,  is  acting  as  a  principled  ad¬ 
vocate  of  gay  rights.

in  my  voice 

Dear  Mike, 

Around  April  1 8th  or  1 9th  I  received  your  letter 
saying  that  you  have  taken  my  name  off  the  free 
subscription  list  cause  you  received  back  that  last 
issue  with  a  note  saying  “1  do  not  want  to  receive 
this  magazine.”  The  truth  is,  1  did  not  write  that 
nor  signed  my  name,  but  I  did  tell  the  mailroom 
officer  to  send  it  back.  I  have  a  little  story  to  tell 
behind  that. 

I’ve  been  getting  a  lot  of  problems  and 
harassments,  mostly  from  these  inmates  for  the 
past  2  months  because  I’m  getting  the  GCN 
paper.  At  one  time  I  saw  one  of  the  wing 
counselor’s  showing  the  GCN  paper  to  some  in¬ 
mates  and  some  staff  members  as  well.  I’m  not 
ashamed  of  getting  the  GCN  paper  and  the  night 
before  I  sent  that  last  issue  back  to  you,  I 
overheard  one  of  the  wing  counselors  saying  “If 
one  of  these  faggots  is  in  the  process  of  getting 
raped,  I’m  not  going  to  help  him  out  and  if  he 
cries  rape  I’m  going  to  walk  the  other  way.” 

He  told  that  to  another  counselor.  So  at  bed¬ 
time  I  was  really  tripping  on  that  statement  and  I 
really  was  worried  about  if  I  was  going  to  get 
raped  and  what  I  should  do.  All  kinds  of  thoughts 
were  going  through  my  mind  and  so  the  next  mor¬ 
ning  I  had  a  talk  to  one  of  the  wing  counselors  and 
he  had  suggested  the  following  steps  for  me  to  do 
to  cut  down  the  problems  I’m  getting  from  the  in¬ 
mates: 

(1)  Stop  receiving  the  Gay  Community 
Newspaper. 

(2)  Get  a  short  haircut  above  my  ears  and  have  it 
parted  to  one  side.  (Right  now  my  hair  is  parted  in 
the  middle.) 

(3)  Stop  hanging  around  and  talking  to  these  gay 
inmates  and  to  stay  away  from  them. 

(4)  Stop  writing  to  my  gay  friend  who  lives  in 
Denver  and  have  him  stop  writing  to  me. 

(5)  Stop  acting  feminine,  put  some  base  in  my 
voice,  and  stop  walking  like  a  girl. 

(6)  Start  hanging  around  with  straight  people  and 
stop  having  homosexual  activities.  (This  I  have 
cut  down  a  lot  because  of  the  fact  I  was  being  used 
as  a  sex  object.) 

On  (5),  that’s  just  part  of  me.  Some  of  my  ac¬ 
tions  are  feminine  and  I  have  a  feminine  voice  and 
I  do  walk  like  a  girl.  After  I  had  the  talk  with  the 
counselor  in  the  morning  shift  I  went  to  my  cell 
and  thought  things  out.  In  order  for  me  to  cut 
down  the  heat  from  these  inmates  and  be 
respected  from  both  inmates  and  staff,  I  would 
have  to  be  back  in  the  closet  and  do  what  I  have 
listed  above. 

I  have  come  to  decide  that  being  as  I  am  gay 
and  out  of  the  closet,  I’m  going  to  remain  that 
way  (they  never  forget,  once  they  know,  anyway); 
and,  please,  would  you  continue  to  send  the  Gay 
Community  Newspaper  until  further  notice? 

Please,  I’d  like  to  receive  the  paper  and  be 
put  back  on  the  free  subscription  list  as  soon  as 
possible.  The  paper  is  great  and  1  very  much  enjoy 
reading  it.  So  please  don’t  stop  sending  them. 

Also  I  would  like  for  you  to  put  an  ad  in  the 
paper  for  me.  Below  is  the  ad:  Lonely  gay 
prisoner  in  need  of  a  friend,  male  or  female,  in  the 
free  world  or  inside.  I’m  open  minded  and  would 
like  to  share  things  with  a  friend.  Lonnie 
BADGETT,  45577,  Box  R,  Buena  Vista  CO 
81211. 

Also  would  you  send  me  a  book  or  a  story  of  a 
gay  boy  who  is  under  the  age*of  18?  And  a  book 
about  transsexuals,  if  possible?

sex  queries 

To  the  Editor: 

In  a  recent  Speaking  Out  I  argued  there  was  no 
such  thing  as  simple  fucking.  There  was  always 
the  fact  that  one  was  being  involved  with  a  man  or 
a  woman,  hetero-,  homo-,  or  bi-sexuality  always 
being  recalled.  Some  casual  reading  of  late  has 
made  me  think  twice,  and  I  am  appealing  to  the 
GCN  readership  in  what  might  be  called  a  query: 
Are  there  folks  who,  when  they  get  their  rocks  off 
(so  to  speak),  are  simply  doing  that  —  finely 
focussed  on,  say,  genitalia,  not  much  involved  in 
gender  at  all?  Is  it  possible  for  human  beings  to 
achieve  this  wondrous  form  of  alienation? 

A  second  query:  About  bisexuality.  Clearly 
there  is  a  new  coming  out  —  of  gay  identified 
bisexuals.  And  clearly  this  is  an  advance  for  gay 
liberation.  But  at  the  same  time  I’ve  noted  more 
people  who  seem  to  be  bisexual  without  that  gay 
identification.  Are  they  on  the  way  to  coming  out 
as  gay?  Is  it  Reaganism?

The  Gay  Community  News  was  first  published  in  June,  1973,  just  prior  to 
Boston’s  annual  lesbian  and  gay  pride  march,  and  has  published  weekly  since. 
Initially  a  mimeographed  newsletter  and  calendar,  GCN  was  started  by  a 
group  of  lesbian  and  gay  activists  who  needed  a  better  way  to  communicate 
with  each  other  and  the  community.  The  newsletter  soon  grew  into  a  16-page 
tabloid,  with  its  own  office  and  (under-)  paid  staff.  GCN  has  always  seen  its 
purpose  as  providing  a  forum  for  discussion  of  the  many  issues  important  to 
our  diverse  community,  as  well  as  providing  the  news  and  features  essential  to 
developing  an  informed  and  politically  active  lesbian  and  gay  community.

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The  Closing  of  the  Sutro

“At  first,  we  had  to  convince 
gay  men  they  were  not  going  to  be 
seduced  by  some  woman  and  con¬ 
vince  straight  men  they  were  not 
going  to  be  raped  by  gay  men. 
Once  they  all  got  together,  they 
discovered  they  could  enjoy  the 
surroundings  and  each  other. 
We’ve  never  had  a  fight.  If  one  guy 
grabbed  another  in  the  Jacuzzi, 
and  the  second  guy  was  straight, 
he  would  simply  say,  ‘No,  I’m  here 
for  a  woman.’  ” 

Once  upon  a  time,  one  recession 
and  two  sexually-spread  health 
scares  ago,  Bill  Jones  was  looking 
forward  with  anticipation  to  his  se¬ 
cond  decade  as  owner  of  the  Sutro 
Baths,  San  Francisco’s  only  co-ed 
bathhouse.  “Things  got  really  bad 
about  eighteen  months  ago.  The 
economy  took  a  nose  dive  and 
people  couldn’t  afford  to  go  out.

The  bottom  appears  to  have 
dropped  out  of  San  Francisco’s 
once  booming  gay  bathhouse  bus¬ 
iness,  even  before  the  official  re¬ 
lease  of  Public  Health  Director 
Mervyn  Silverman’s  no-sex  rules. 
Three  gay  sex  spas  —  Liberty 
Baths,  the  Catacombs  and  the 
Caldron  —  have  already  closed 
their  doors  for  good,  while  Sutro 
Baths,  San  Francisco’s  and 
perhaps  the  nation’s  only  bisexual 
bathhouse,  held  its  final  “safe 
sex”  fling  on  June  2.  Sutro  Baths’ 
owner  Bill  Jones  said  he  may  take 
the  supply  of  surplus  condoms 
from  his  club  and  hand  them  out 
in  the  bushes  at  Buena  Vista  Park 
to  point  out  one  safe-sex  role  the 
shuttered  bathhouses  will  no 
longer  be  performing. 

Meanwhile,  San  Francisco  poli¬ 
ticians,  including  Supervisor 
Harry  Britt,  Mayor  Dianne  Fein- 
stein  and  Board  of  Supervisors 
President  Wendy  Nelder  have  all 
supported  legislation  to  remove 
the  police  department  from  a 
potential  confrontation  with  the 
bathhouse-attending  segment  of 
gay  men  over  enforcement  of  the

police  abuses. 

More  recently,  the  department 
conducted  a  series  of  eleven  raids 
within  a  six-day  period  on  gay  bars 
and  bookstores.  Several  of  those 
arrested  complained  of  false  ar¬ 
rests  and  of  police  abuse  and  har¬ 
assment.  When  the  gay  commu¬ 
nity  held  a  public  meeting  to  call 
the  police  to  talk  for  their  actions, 
members  of  the  vice  squad  alluded 
to  the  existence  of  a  “faggot  file.” 
This  was  later  denied  by  the  oficer 
in  charge  of  the  vice  squad. 

Two  years  ago,  Mayor  Whit¬ 
mire  appointed  Lee  Brown,  a 
black  man  and  a  liberal,  as  chief  of 
police,  a  move  which  many  hope 
will  begin  to  change  the  character 
of  the  department.  And  in  spite  of 
the  difficulties  that  minority  com¬ 
munities  have  traditionally  had 
with  the  department,  the  people 
with  whom  GCN  spoke  said  they 
did  not  choose  to  ignore  the  Klan 
march  because  of  fears  around  the 
police.  Both  Bagneris  and  Hill  told 
GCN  they  were  not  fearful  that  the 
police  would  be  unable  or  unwill¬ 
ing  to  control  the  Klan.  A  spokes¬ 
person  for  BWMT  said  “We  have 
always  had  problems  with  the 
police  but  they’ve  been  okay  late¬ 
ly.” 

Assessing  the  strategy  of  allow¬ 
ing  a  Klan  rally  to  go  unanswered, 
Hill  said,  “I  didn’t  want  the  Klan 
to  march  without  resistance.  And  1 
still  think  there  were  alternatives  to 
allowing  the  Klan  to  use  that  par- 


Then  Time  magazine  had  this  big 
article  about  herpes  which  started 
scaring  my  straight  customers 
away.” 

Jones  estimates  that  his  business 
was  already  off  by  ten  to  fifteen 
percent  when  the  AIDS  crisis  hit 
and  cut  business  in  half.  “I  had  to 
lay  off  some  employees,  we 
couldn’t  make  repairs  or  improve¬ 
ments  the  way  we  wanted  to.” 

The  final  straw  was  the  rumors 
that  the  bathhouses  were  going  to 
be  closed  by  the  public  health 
director,  followed  by  Mervyn  Sil¬ 
verman’s  ^  lecision  to  ban  sex  at  the 
tubs.  “My  customers  just  gave  up 
and  felt  there  was  no  reason  to 
come  back.” 

Bill  Jones  has  his  reasons  for 
feeling  that  the  crisis  that  did  him 
in  was  politically  inspired.  “Peo¬ 
ple  aren’t  afraid  of  AIDS  any¬ 
more.  They  were  last  year.  But  my 


no-sex  rules.  The  legislation,  spon¬ 
sored  by  Harry  Britt,  would  trans¬ 
fer  regulation  of  public  bath¬ 
houses  from  the  SFPD  to  the 
Public  Health  Department  under 
Dr.  Silverman.  The  Britt  legisla¬ 
tion  has  the  tentative  support  of 
more  than  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors.  Passage  of  this 
legislation  appears  to  be  one 
obstacle  in  the  way  of  the  release 
of  the  new  bathhouse  rules. 

The  new  rules  would  probably 
require  removing  the  doors  on 
private  bathhouse  cubicles  and  the 
addition  of  more  lighting  to  areas 
once  used  as  orgy  rooms. 

There  was  still  a  question  about 
whether  the  new  rules  would 
overlook  masturbation  at  the 
baths,  but  some  indications  are 
that  mutual  masturbation  might 
be  ruled  out  because  of  the 
possibility  that  one  partner  might 
have  an  open  cut. 

Some  of  the  city’s  remaining 
bathhouse  owners  have  hinted  that 
their  trade  association  might  file 
suit  against  the  new  bathhouse 
rules  if  it  appeared  likely  that  en¬ 
forcement  would  kill  off  their  re¬ 
maining  business. 


ticular  route.  But  some  politicians 
have  felt  otherwise;  they  claim 
they  had  no  other  choice.  But  if  we 
had  asked  to  demonstrate  at  the 
funeral  of  a  well  known  homo¬ 
phobe,  we  wouldn’t  be  allowed. 
It’s  confrontational.”  Hill  said 
there  will  be  counterdemonstra¬ 
tors  along  the  Klan  route  but  they 
will  not  be  gay  groups.  “We  want 
the  headlines  to  read  ‘Anti-Klan 
Organizers  Clash  with  the  Klan’ 
not  ‘Gay  Community'Clashes  with 
the  Klan.’  ” 

Asked  under  what  circum¬ 
stances  he  thought  the  gay  com¬ 
munity  might  confront  the  Klan, 
Hill  said,  “If  there  were  a  threat  of 
the  Klan  becoming  stronger  or  if 
they  had  a  game  plan  that  might 
constitute  danger  to  the  gay  com¬ 
munity,  then  the  response  might 
be  different.” 

Bagneris  told  GCN  that  gay  bars 
in  the  Montrose  area  have  received 
homophobic  letters  believed  to  be 
related  to  the  Klan’s  impending 
march.  They  have  been  passed  on 
to  postal  authorities. 

Jamail  said  he  is  happy  that  the 
community  has  opted  to  remain 
quiet,  and  he  believes  this  choice 
will  help  pass  an  anti-discrimina¬ 
tion  in  employment  ordinance  be¬ 
ing  considered  by  the  Houston 
City  Council.  Hill  said  he  believes 
the  Klan  march  only  serves  to  un¬ 
derline  the  need  for  such  an  or¬ 
dinance.

business  was  beginning  to  pick 
back  up  again  because  customers 
were  finally  understanding  that 
there  could  be  safe  sex  and  that 
they  weren’t  going  to  get  it  in  the 
Jacuzzi  or  off  a  door  knob.  Once 
we  got  that  message  over  and 
started  educating  them,  they  felt 
freer  to  come  back  in.  But  after 
Silverman’s  latest  announcement 
they  thought,  ‘Well,  it’s  all 
over.”’ 

Bill  Jones  laments  that  bath¬ 
house  owners  have  apparantly  lost 
a  long  battle  to  convince  city  of¬ 
ficials  that  sex  in  the  tubs  is 
preferable  to  sex  in  the  streets  or  in 
the  bushes.  “They  finally  realized 
that  they  were  getting  people  off 
the  streets  and  out  of  the  parks  and 
into  the  one  place  where  there  were 
no  muggings,  no  beatings,  and 
people  were  safe  and  clean .  Fi fteen 
years  ago  the  bathhouses  were 
raided  once  a  month.  The  cops 
would  go  in  and  if  they  found  two 
men  in  a  room  together,  they 
would  handcuff  them,  take  them 
out  in  their  towels,  put  them  in  the 
wagons,  and  the  next  day  the 
Chronicle  would  print  their  names 
and  addresses  and  where  they 
worked.  It’s  been  a  long  hard 
struggle  to  get  over  that.  You  may 
not  like  bathhouses,  think  they’re 
sleazy  or  whatever,  but  they  are  a 
part  of  our  lifestyle.” 

Jones  thinks  that  the  bigger  San 
Francisco  bathhouses  may  be  able 
to  weather  the  storm  that  sank  the 
Sutro.  He  believes  the  current 
political  controversy  has  obscured 


the  real  educational  role  the  bath¬ 
houses  have  been  playing  in  trying 
to  change  sexual  habits  during  the 
health  crisis. 

“The  bathhouse  owners  are 
willing  to  cooperate,  but  it’s  gone 
beyond  cooperation  now.  Silver- 
man  has  made  an  edict  that  they 
can’t  cooperate  with.  It’s  like  if 
you  had  a  movie  house  and 
couldn’t  show  movies.” 

Jones  disputes  the  line  about 
AIDS  now  being  touted  by  the 
medical  establishment,  gay  and 
straight.  He  thinks  that  the  doc¬ 
tors  haven’t  taken  into  account  the 
safe  sex  changes  in  gay  men’s  sex 
habits. 

“These  doctors  will  fill  you  full 
of  misinformation  that  they  have  * 
accepted  themselves.  When  the 
AIDS  thing  first  happened,  there 
was  a  profile  of  the  men  who  were 
coming  down  with  it  which  in¬ 
dicated  that  they  had  lots  of  sexual 
contacts.  Well,  these  doctors  are 
still  saying  ‘Get  rid  of  multiple  sex¬ 
ual  contacts,  get  rid  of  the  bath¬ 
houses.’  What  they  forget  is  that 
people  used  to  have  multiple  sex¬ 
ual  contacts  and  they  were  fucking 
without  condoms.  I  think  today 
the  men  are  having  safe  sex.  And 
you  can  have  multiple  sexual  con¬ 
tacts  and  have  safe  sex  and  not  get 
AIDS!  You  can  jack  off  with  ten 
guys  a  night  for  ten  nights  in  a  row 
and  still  not  get  AIDS!  But  you 
can  also  pick  up  somebody  at  the 
Alta  Plaza,  your  oldest,  dearest 
friend  and  go  over  to  his  mother’s 
house  and  he  fucks  you  and  you 


get  AIDS!” 

Bill  Jones  says  the  doctors 
sometimes  try  to  scare  people  out 
of  having  even  safe  sex-,  instead  of 
trying  to  update  their  own  under¬ 
standing  of  what  high-risk  be¬ 
havior  might  actually  be. 

“We  had  a  talk  with  them  at  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital.  They 
tried  scaring  us  with  slides  of 
AIDS  persons  in  the  last  stage  of 
the  disease.  We  refused  to  look  at 
those  slides.  All  of  us  have  had 
friends  who’ve  died  of  AIDS.  In¬ 
stead  we  sat  there  and  questioned 
them  for  two  hours  and  didn’t  get 
a  single  medical  fact  that  a  certain 
environment  is  going  to  cause 
AIDS. 

“I  asked  for  information  on  the 
latest  AIDS  profile.  I  knew  it 
wasn’t  the  sleazy  bathhouse  goers 
like  they  once  portrayed.  There’s 
one  man  dying  right  now  at  Gen¬ 
eral,  who’s  been  monogamous 
with  his  lover  for  five  years.  The 
lover  had  a  trick  on  the  side  and 
brought  it  home  to  him.  So  I  asked 
about  the  latest  scientific  profile 
and  discovered  that  they  hadn’t 
had  time  to  compile  it.  That  pisses 
me  off  because  it  means  they’re  us¬ 
ing  old  data.  I  think  doctors 
should  treat  patients  and  not  get 
into  the  political  arena.” 

Jones  hopes  that  a  lot  of  Sutro’s 
old  customers  will  come  back  to 
party  on  the  bathhouse’s  last  night 
of  business,  June  2.  Customers 
can  bring  champagne,  but  Jones 
emphasizes  that  the  “party  will  be 
in  the  people!” 


Lynn  Campbell

Lynn  Campbell  died  of 
cancer  in  Berkeley,  California 
on  Saturday,  April  21.  Stony 
pain,  rage  at  the  loss,  and 
flooding  memory  of  her 
presence  mark  the  telling  of 
this  event  for  more  of  us  that  I 
can  begin  to  count. 

The  long  list  of  Lynn’s  ac¬ 
complishments  will  probably 
never  be  complete,  since  the 
change  she  generated  in  the 
world  has  become  part  of  our 
living  history.  She  was  a  les¬ 
bian  feminist  whose  contribu¬ 
tions  to  and  visions  for  the 
movement  have  been  in  the 
vanguard  of  lesbian  and  gay 
rights  organizing. 

She  began  organizing  with 
the  United  Farmworkers 
(UFW)  in  California  in  the  ear-^ 
ly  70s,  taking  charge  of  the 
Santa  Clara  County  boycott  in 
1974.  She  was  Bay  Area  Coor¬ 
dinator  for  the  UFW  in  1975- 
76,  served  as  California  Direc¬ 
tor  in  June  and  July  of  1976, 
and  directed  the  “Yes  On  Pro¬ 
position  14”  campaign  for  the 
counties  of  San  Francisco,  San 
Mateo,  and  Marin  during  the 
fall  of  that  year. 

From  this  she  become  in¬ 
creasingly  involved  with  issues 
affecting  women,  particularly 
within  the  movement  against 
violence  against  women.  She, 
with  others,  coordinated 
Women  Against  Violence  in 
Pornography  and  Media 
(WAVPM)  in  1978-79  and 
played  a  fundamental  role  in 
organizing  the  “Feminist 
Perspectives  on  Pornography” 
conference  and  the  first  na¬ 
tional  “Take  Back  the  Night” 
march  in  November,  1978.  In 
1979,  she  moved  to  New  York 
City  to  coordinate  Women 
Against  Pornography  (WAP), 
the  first  East  Coast  conference 
on  pornography,  and  the  first 
anti-porn  march  on  Times 
Square. 

In  honor  of  her  activism,  MS 
magazine  named  her  one  of  its 
“Eighty  Women  to  Watch  in 
the  80s.”  She,  along  with  Rosa 
Parks,  Sister  Theresa  Kane, 


Sonia  Johnson,  Gloria 
Steinem,  and  Bella  Abzug, 
won  the  “Women  of  Cour¬ 
age”  award  from  the  Women’s 
Art  Association  in  Washing¬ 
ton. 

At  the  end  of  1979,  she  left 
WAP,  though  not  the  issues  of 
violence  against  women,  to 
serve  as  Assistant  Director  of 
the  National  Committee  on 
Household  Employment  for 
the  National  Urban  League.  In 
effect,  she  was  working  with 
Carolyn  Reed  to  organize  and 
secure  the  rights  of  household 
technicians.  She  moved  from 
this  to  become  Program  Coor¬ 
dinator  at  the  Funding  Ex¬ 
change,  a  national  network  of 
14  foundations  that  funds 
community  organizing  pro¬ 
jects.  She  remained  in  this 
capacity  until  her  illness  took 
her  home  to  California  in  the 
fall  of  1983. 

Coincident  with  her  jobs  at 
the  Urban  League  and  the 
Funding  Exchange,  Lynn 
became  involved  in  documen¬ 
tary  filmmaking  projects.  In 
1981,  she  produced  the  New 
York  premiere  screening  of 
Greetings  from  Washington, 
D.C.,  a  film  celebrating  the 
first  national  lesbian  and  gay 
march  on  Washington.  And 
she  was  co-producer  for  On 
The  March  Productions,  a 
feminist  filmmaking  collective 
currently  at  work  on  a  film 
about  pornography  and  the 
sexual  depiction  of  women. 

In  the  fall  of  1982,  she  and 
Michael  Seltzer  taught  a 
workshop  for  groups  in  the 
New  York  area  called  “Build¬ 
ing  an  Effective  Lesbian  and 
Gay  Organization.”  Subse¬ 
quent  to  this,  she  and  Michael 
set  up  a  technical  assistance 
program  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Fund  for  Human  Dignity, 
to  provide  training  to  lesbians 
and  gay  men  in  organizations 
across  the  country.  They  also 
collaborated  with  local 
organizers  and  consultants  in 
the  Bay  Area  to  run  training 
sessions  there  in  the  spring  of 
1983. 


So,  this  is  the  resume,  the 
quick  sketch  of  a  life  that  em¬ 
bodies  our  trials  and  successes 
across  two  decades.  Lynn  was 
remarkable  for  her  daily,  un¬ 
divided  attention  to  the  rigors 
of  detail,  but  what  is  more 
remarkable  was  her  flexibility 
of  vision  that  informed  all  her 
activities.  She  inspired  those  of 
us  who  worked  with  her,  even 
during  our  tough  battles  with 
her  tenacious  reasoning 
powers.  Her  history  covers 
much  of  this  country’s  best 
radical  activism  in  the  past  fif¬ 
teen  years,  including  bringing 
lesbian  and  gay  organizations 
to  the  attention  of  fundraisers 
and  national  foundations. 

She  was  17  when  she  began 
with  the  UFW,  28  when  she 
died.  For  those  of  us  who 
loved,  fought  with,  and 
learned  from  her,  for  her 
parents  Mary  and  Warren,  her 
sisters  Jill  and  Alice,  and  for 
Cheri  Pies,  her  lover  who  stood 
firmly  with  her  in  her  last  year, 
the  sense  of  loss  is  im¬ 
penetrable.  The  vision  and  love 
Lynn  set  in  motion  remain  with 
us,  as  does  this  gaping  absence. 

I’m  listening  to  Sweet  Honey 
in  the  Rock,  thinking  of  her, 
thinking  of  others  all  across  the 
country  who  are  swept  by  this 
sorrow. 

“Every  woman  who  ever 
loved  a  woman 

You  oughta  stand  up,  and  call 
her  name.”

was  a  Czechoslovakian-American 

geologist  referred  to  only  as 
“Alice”  in  John  Chilton’s  1975 
biography,  Billie’s  Blues.  When 
asked  by  her  attorney  Earle  War¬ 
ren  Zaidins  if  she  had  made  love 
with  women,  Billie  said  she  had, 
while  in  prison,  but  would  only 
take  “the  passave  role  in  the  af¬ 
fairs.”  Writers  on  jazz  are  quick  to 
let  us  know  that  saxophonist  Ben 
Webster  once  beat  Billie  up  and 
that  her  mother  in  turn  beat  him 
up,  and  that  Billie  was  seemingly 
amused  by  both  events  —  but  one 
has  to  scratch  through  the 
literature  to  find  one  mention  of 
“Alice.” 

Though  Lady  Day  gives  us  a 
totally  heterosexual  look  behind 
the  legend,  it  is  worth  the  look.

Director/writer  Stephen  Stahl 
has  Taylor-Dunn  run  about  a  lot. 
In  Act  I  there  are  scenes  danger¬ 
ously  resembling  1960s  “theater 
happenings.”  But  the  shared  goals 
of  Stahl  and  Taylor-Dunn  are  so 
ambitious  that  one  might  willingly 
gloss  over  the  parts  that  do  not 
work  and  buy  the  complicated 
package. 

While  it  is  a  complicated  show,  a 
crash  course  in  a  complex  life,  it  is 
an  uncluttered  production.  The  set 
(by  Michael  Anania)  is  simple:  a 
rehearsal  hall  with  piano  and  stool 
and  rocking  chair.  For  the  concert 
that  comprises  Act  II,  silver 
streamers  are  dropped  and,  per¬ 
haps  because  Billie  has  changed 
her  white  cotton  dress  for  a  silver 
evening  gown  and  her  four  musi¬ 
cians  have  donned  tuxedos,  it 
passes  for  the  Broadway  stage  it  is 
meant  to  be.  Betsy  Hodgson’s 
lighting  does  more  than  its  share  in 
this  transformation.  And  at  two 
points  —  once  when  Billie  does 
“Strange  Fruit”  frozen  in  a  white 
spot,  and  again  when  she  is  bathed 
in  violet  light  while  singing 
“Violets  for  my  Furs”  —  Hodg¬ 
son  is  responsible  for  most  of  the 
magic. 

Of  course  it  is  Taylor-Dunn  who 
holds  the  show  together.  She  does 
not  imitate  Billie  Holiday;  she  acts 
out  her  life  and  sings  her  songs. 
When  dealing  with  the  inimitable, 
emulation  is  foolish. 

In  Act  1  she  enters  the  rehearsal 
upset  because  it  is  raining  on  the 
day  of  her  opening  night.

doesn’t  think  she  can  Fill  or  pro¬ 
perly  project  through  such  a  large 
house  (but,  stripped  of  her  cabaret 
license  because  of  her  drug  arrests, 
she  cannot  play  the  nightclubs  she 
prefers  to  halls).  She  is  cranky  and 
she  would  rather  talk  about  it  than 
sing.

Brice,  Diana  Ross  was  not  Billie 
Holiday.  Corliss  Taylor-Dunn 
comes  closer,  if  only  because  small 
stage  productions  do  not  have  the 
same  restrictions  as  big-budget 
Hollywood  films.  Taylor-Dunn 
doesn’t  go  all  soft-focus  on  Billie 
the  way  Ross  had  to;  she  gives  her 
the  true  bite  of  the  victim,  the 
harsh  edges  and  the  crankiness, 
the  tendency  to  run  about  and 


halfway  through  the  act  she  snaps 
her  fingers  and  does  “All  of  Me,” 
and  from  that  point  on  Taylor- 
Dunn  gives  us  a  Billie  who  lives 
and  loves  to  sing. 

Since  this  is  a  show  that  shares 
much  of  Billie’s  life  and  relation¬ 
ships,  romantic  and  platonic,  1 
would  like  to  mention  a  couple  of 
details  not  included.

Hard  to  Hold  begins  like  any  of 
a  number  of  other  bad  rock  mov¬ 
ies:  standard  concert  footage, 
screaming  fans,  cute  young  super- 
star  with  raised  fist  on  stage  sing¬ 
ing  his  plastic  heart  out. 

But  Hard  to  Hold  quickly 
changes  its  tune  and  within  min¬ 
utes  we  see  the  leading  man,  James 
Roberts  (Rick  Springfield),  finish 
his  set  and  run  backstage.  Cut  to  a 
close-up  of  his  face  with  his  ear¬ 
ring  flashing.  Cut  to  a  medium 
close-up  of  his  upper  body  while 
he  flashes  his  tits  at  us.  And  within 
moments  he’s  stepping  out  of  his 
pants,  into  the  shower,  out  of  the 
shower  and  —  wouldn’t  you  know 
it  —  caught  in  the  hallway  wrap¬ 
ped  in  nothing  but  a  tiny  towel 
which  hardly  covers  his  ass.  And 
not  even  that  for  long.  As  hordes 
of  crazed,  plump,  panting  and 
pimpled  teenage  women  sight  their 


idol  he’s  off’  down  the  hallway 
towel  in  hand  and  giving  us  a 
good,  long  look  at  his  exposed 
rear. 

As  a  film,  Hard  to  Hold  yokes 
together  the  narrative  line  of  a 
video  album  and  the  aesthetic  of 


a  Calvin  Klein  ad  without  the 
clothes.  There  is  a  plot,  of  sorts, 
Superstar  Roberts  meets  classy 
girl.  “He’s  a  rock  star  on  a  roll. 
She’s  into  more  traditional  music. 
He  wants  the  spot  light.  She  wants 
the  quiet  life.  He  lives  for  freedom 
and  excitement.  She  wants  a  com¬ 
mitment.  They’re  as  different  as 
two  people  could  be... and  as 
much  in  love.”  And  that’s  just  the 
ad  copy,  which  unfortunately,  has 


more  punch  and  drama  than  the 
actual  script.  It  also  features  a 
soft-focus  blur  of  “girl”  Diana 
Lawson  (Janet  Eilber)  nibbling  at 
Rick  Springfield’s  naked  chest. 
With  the  exception  of  ex-model 
Patti  Hansen  (as  Robert’s  ex-wife 


and  partner  Nicky),  who  gives  a 
great,  hard,  brittle,  nasty  perfor¬ 
mance,  Hard  to  Hold  has  almost 
nothing  going  for  it.  Both  its  leads 
are  pleasant-looking,  but  after 
watching  them  for  90  minutes  you 
realize  that  they  are  expressive  but 
without  content,  pretty  but  with¬ 
out  any  staying  power.  The  music 
is  synthetic,  the  lovely  San  Francis¬ 
co  scenery  is  third-rate  travelogue

GCN  a  threat  to  security 

Protection  from

Since  the  judges  almost  always  (in  the 
few  cases  that  get  heard  at  all)  take  the 
prison  mailroom/ warden 's  word  for 
what's  “ dangerous ,  ”  the  law  might  as 
well  read ,  “if  the  warden  and  his  hoys 
in  the  mailroom  approve .  ”

You,  dear  reader,  are  likely  one 
of  the  many  who  feel  that  when 
someone  is  put  in  prison  (for 
whatever,  more  or  less  political, 
reason),  that  person  loses  all  of 
his/her  political  rights.  In  our 
society,  where  “justice”  is  often 
confused  with  punishment,  and 
safety  with  control  and  “protec¬ 
tion,”  prisoners  are  subject  to 
considerable  abuse  (physical  and 
psychological),  abuse  which 
would  certainly  be  considered  a 
violation  of  their  constitutional 
rights  if  they  were  on  the  streets 
(and  had  the  money  to  pay  for 
justice). 

Traditionally  the  courts  have 
avoided  making  decisions  in 
prisoners’  rights  cases,  and  have 
been  even  less  willing  to  deal  with 
the  rights  of  lesbian  and  gay 
prisoners.  In  what  follows  we  look 
at  some  decisions  about  censor¬ 
ship  of  mail  and  publications.  We 
hope  this  will  be  useful  for 
prisoners  who  want  to  protest  a 
denial  of  some  publication  (GCN, 
for  example)  or  of  their  right  to 
correspond  with  someone 
(another  prisoner  or  a  lover,  to 
pick  common  cases). 

The  prison  business  (and  it  is 
big  business,  the  second  largest  in¬ 
dustry  in  Oregon,  for  instance) 
“rehabilitates”  people  by  putting 
them  in  cages  and  doing 
everything  possible  to  separate 
them  from  their  friends  and  com¬ 
munity,  especially  the  gay  com¬ 
munity.  This  is  a  large  part  of  the 
battle  that  prisoners  carry  on, 
almost  alone:  maintaining  some 


contact  with  the  outside;  “almost 
alone”  because  of  the  indifference 
of  most  people  on  the  outside  to 
the  details  of  how  “our”  justice 
business  operates.  (Almost  all  of 
these  prisoners  will  be  back 
among  us  one  day  and  will 
remember  how  they  were  treated/ 
ignored.)  A  stunning  example  of 
this  indifference  (lack  of  sense  of 
‘community’)  may  be  seen  in  the 
directory  of  lesbian  and  gay 
lawyers  where,  out  of  176  lawyers 
listed,  1 1  indicated  an  interest  in 
the  category  of  “prisoners’ 
rights.”  Prisoners  generally  don’t 
have  the  money  to  pay  lawyers 
and  court  costs,  and  the  momen¬ 
tum  of  our  developing  gay  “com¬ 
munity  these  days  is  centered 
around  basically  economic  rights. 
In  the  case  of  lawyers,  you  might 
hear:  “You  have  a  good  case. 
Now,  how  much  justice  can  you 
afford?” 


The  following  information  was 
put  together  by  some  of  us,  who 
are  neither  lawyers  nor  prisoners; 
so  we  too  have  much  to  learn 
about  the  difference  between  how 
the  censorship  business  is  suppos¬ 
ed  to  work,  and  how  it  actually 


does  work.  This  is  to  be  part  of  a 
self-help  packet  (in  preparation) 
for  prisoners  who  want  to  protest 
the  censorship  of  their  mail  or  of 
publications  they  want  to  receive. 
It  is  still  being  worked  on,  so  if 
you  (prisoners  or  people  on  the 
outside)  have  some  suggestions 
based  on  your  experience  about 
how  we  can  improve  this  material, 
we  would  very  much  like  to  hear 
them. 

We  are  interested  in  putting 
together  more  self-help  and  other 
information  packets  too.  Some 
that  have  been  suggested  are: 

•  “coming  out”  of  prison  (how 
to  prepare  for  getting  a  job,  hous¬ 
ing,  etc.);  if  you  have  any  infor¬ 
mation  along  these  lines,  please 
send  us  what  you  can. 

•  support  info  for  those  in  prison 
for  sex  “crimes”  (entrapped  in 
public  places,  sex  with  “minors”, 
gay  porno,  etc.) 

•  resources  for  transvestite  and 
transsexual  prisoners  (list  of 
groups  and  individuals  who  can 
provide  local  support,  letters, 
visits,  periodicals,  books,  etc.) 

•  protesting  the  abuse  of  “pro¬ 
tective  custody”  (blaming  the  vic¬ 
tim,  so  that  when  a  gay  prisoner  is 
attacked,  instead  of  dealing  with 
the  attackers,  the  prisoner  is 
segregated,  and  thus  denied  all  the 
‘privileges’  that  go  with  being  in 


general  population  (library,  exer¬ 
cise,  socializing  with  friends,  etc). 

•  protesting  discrimination 
against  gays  in  prison  as  far  as 
jobs,  housing  (cannot  double¬ 
cell),  early  parole,  etc. 

•  information  on  AIDS  and 


other  health  issues  that  are  ig¬ 
norantly  used  against  gay 
prisoners,  to  divide  them  from  the 
rest. 

•  •  • 

It  is  hard  to  avoid  putting 
quotation  marks  (to  indicate 
abuse  of  the  language)  around 
many  of  the  key  words  in  the 
following  court  decisions;  in 
phrases  like  “dangerous  to  prison 
security,”  for  example,  which 
GCN  is  regularly  accused  of. 
Some  of  us  are  perversely  proud 
of  that  accusation,  though  we 
regret  that  it  prevents  a  lesbian  or 
gay  man  behind  bars  from  reading 
us.  Currently  we  are  admitted 
without  serious  problem  to  about 
70  state  and  federal  prisons  across 
the  country.  Perhaps  the  others 
have  such  weak  security  systems 
that  they  can’t  handle  the  GCN 
threat.  (We  doubt  it,  though.) 
Since  the  judges  almost  always  (in 
the  few  cases  that  get  heard  at  all) 
take  the  prison  mailroom/ 
warden’s  word  for  what’s 
“dangerous,”  the  law  might  as 
well  read,  “if  the  warden  and  his 
boys  in  the  mailroom  approve  (of 
the  publication).”

First  and  Fourteenth  Amendments 

Prisoners  who  have  had  their 
mail  denied  should  first  argue  that 
they  have  First  and  Fourteenth 


Amendment  rights. 

The  First  Amendment  says  (in 
part)  that  “Congress  shall  make 
no  law  . . .  abridging  [limiting]  the 
freedom  of  speech  or  of  the 
press.” 

The  Fourteenth  Amendment 
says  that  “No  state  shall  make  or 
enforce  any  law  which  shall 
abridge  the  privileges  or  im¬ 
munities  of  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  nor  shall  any  state  deprive 
any  person  of  life,  liberty,  or  pro¬ 
perty,  without  due  process  of 
law.” 


The  First  Amendment  applies 
to  regulations  and  laws  made  by 
the  U.S.  Congress  only.  The  Four¬ 
teenth  Amendment  extends  these 
protections  to  laws  made  by  state 
governments.

material,  and  tlie  film’s  sole  raison 
d’etre  is  to  present  assorted  body 
parts  of  Rick  Springfield  in  desira¬ 
ble  lighting  and  somewhat  titillat¬ 
ing  situations. 

Hard  to  Hold  is  the  next  logical 
step  in  the  continuing  eroticization 
of  the  male  body.  The  seamy  beef¬ 
cake  photos  of  Brando  or  Burt 
Lancaster  in  the  1950s  gave  way  to 
the  pretty  faces  of  Newman  and 
Redford.  There  were  a  few  new 
faces  in  the  1970s  —  Redford  was 
still  hanging  in  there  —  and  then  in 
the  1980s  we  began  getting  boyish 
male  sex  stars:  Tom  Cruise,  Kevin 
Bacon,  Timothy  Bottoms,  Tim 
Mathison,  Matt  Dillon,  Sean 
Penn,  Nicolas  Cage.  The  images 
of  these  men  —  and  in  age  they  are 
men,  even  though  many  play  boys 
—  are  craftily  designed  to  play 
upon  the  erotic  while  at  the  same 
time  de-masculinizing  their  sex  ap¬ 
peal.  They  represent  not  so  much 
sexuality  as  romantic  sexiness. 
They  are  the  1980s  reincarnation 
of  Ricky  Nelson  and  Fabian:  an 
embodiment  of  male  sexuality 
without  the  sexiness  of  an  Elvis 
Presley  or  The  Rolling  Stones. 

Although  Hard  to  Hold  is 
obsessed  with  Rick  Springfield’s 
body,  it  is  surprisingly  puritanical 
about  sex.  There  are  not  shots  of 
Janet  Eilber  as  undressed  as  he  is 
and  the  scenes  of  them  having 
some  sexual  contact,  mostly  pas¬ 
sionate  necking  in  public  places, 
are  lacking  even  the  repressed 
fever  of  adolescent  sexuality.  (The 
film  is  also  amazingly  free  of  any 
drug  references.  This  seems  to  be 
the  only  rock-and-roll  band  who 
hasn’t  heard  of  cocaine.  Hell,  they 
haven’t  even  heard  of  grass.)  The 
image  here  is  one  of  purity  and 
wholesomeness.  Sure  they  might 
go  to  bed  on  the  first  date  —  I 
mean,  after  all,  this  is  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  in  1984  —  but  the  film  keeps 
telling  (and  showing)  us  that  sex  is 
nothing  more  than  looking  pretty, 
acting  cute  and  showing  Rick 
Springfield’s  ass.  This  lack  of  any 
genital  sexuality  is  quite  startling 
after  a  while.  We  have  become  so 
used  to  an  adult,  mature  sexuality 
being  presented  in  films  that  when 
this  new  and  decidedly  non-genital 
presentation  of  sex  keeps  reap¬ 
pearing  and  manifesting  itself  in 
film  after  film  it’s  a  bit  disarming. 
After  Roberts  and  girlfriend  make 
love  (those  are  his  words;  she 
claims  that  they  “just  had  sex”  in 
one  of  the  film’s  better  repartees)

Chou-Chou  and  Charcoal.  He 
liked  me,  just  like  a  step-mama, 
but  nobody’s  sent  me  any  money.  1 
think  they’ll  take  it  all.”  Davis  is 
unable  to  retain  legal  representa¬ 
tion  at  the  July  31st  hearing. 

One  dog  was  alive  at  the  time  of 
McBride’s  death,  and  is  provided 
for  in  the  will,  “setting  aside  $100 
per  month  for  room  and  board.” 
“There’s  a  condo  and  some  cars  in 
the  Mexican  estate,  which  is  ap¬ 
proximately  $200,000  says  Lem- 
ieux.  “My  guess  is  that  the  money 
will  never  leave  the  country,  that 
whoever  has  an  interest  there  — 
people  who  knew  John,  whoever 
has  the  dog  in  Mexico  —  will  fight 
for  it  there  in  Guadalajara.” 

The  nieces  contesting  the  will 
are  Patricia  Emmons  of  Shad- 
duck,  Okla.,  and  Jane  McLemore' 
of  Wilmington,  N.C.  Their  argu¬ 
ment  is  that  McBride’s  will  is  in¬ 
valid  in  Mexico,  and  therefore 
should  be  invalid  in  the  United 
States.  They  also  claim  that 
McBride  “suffered  the  effects  of 
alcohol  abuse  as  well  as  senility, 
that  he  was  chronically  absent- 
minded,  and  did  not  understand 
the  nature  of  his  assets.” 

“John  knew  every  penny!” 
asserted  Lemieux.  “He  inherited 
the  money,  that  is,  he  and  a 
brother  each  inherited  $44,000 
from  their  father  in  1972.  He  in¬ 
vested  it  wisely  and  well,  and  he 
knew  exactly  what  he  was  doing  to 


the  camera  slowly  moves  along  his 
body  and  dwells  on  what  looks  like 
his  ass.  (The  audience  gasps  and 
howls  with  delight.)  As  it  moves 
further  down  we  realize  that  it  was 
just  his  arm  artfully  arranged 
against  his  body.  (The  audience 
moans  in  cheated  delight.)  And 
then  moves  even  more  slowly  and 
does  linger  —  hovers  —  on  his  ex¬ 
posed  rump.  (Audience  cheers 
loudly  and  wildly.)  No  doubt 
about  it.  Hard  to  Hold  knows 
where  its  assets  are. 

The  major  impulse  for  the  look 
of  these  new  male  stars  seems  to 
come  from  gay  culture  but  the  au¬ 
dience  is  certainly  made  up  of 
young  women.  At  the  Boston 
sneak  of  Hard  to  Hold  the  average 
age  seemed  to  be  about  15,  and 
predominantly  female,  with  a 
smattering  of  queens.  It’s  hard  to 
tell  if  the  non-genital  orientation 
of  the  film  (and  others)  is  a 
marketing  device,  as  the  lack  of 
drugs  clearly  is,  to  draw  a  young 
audience.  Rick  Springfield  —  and 
Matt  Dillon,  Tom  Cruise,  et  al.  — 
is  sexy  without  being  very  threat¬ 
ening.  His  small  hips,  slight  shoul¬ 
ders,  bulgeless  crotch  and  sweet 
face  have  an  androgynous  quality 
which  is  nice  and  cuddly.  On  some 
level  he  is  the  perfect  reaction  to 
increased  sexual  permissiveness: 
unthreatening,  sweet  and  boyish 
and  he  doesn’t  even  have  herpes. 
(It’s  the  only  film  I’ve  seen  that  has 
a  running  herpes  joke;  which  I 
suppose  is  better  than  a  running 
herpes  sore.) 

For  all  its  blatant  display  of 
male  body  parts,  Hard  to  Hold 
feels  regressive.  It’s  a  slick  sexual 
come-on  that  does  not  deliver  the 
sex.  It  promises  the  excitement  of 
rock-and-roll  without  the  thrill.  It 
promises  a  certain  maturity  to 
young  audiences  and  merely  titil¬ 
lates.  It  also  eroticizes  the  male 
body  in  such  a  way  that  ft  de- 
sexualizes  it,  turns  it  from  being  a 
sex  object  into  a  bleary-eyed 
romantic  fantasy.  Mainstream  cul¬ 
ture  has  been  taking  its  cues  of  sex¬ 
ual  iconography  from  gay  culture 
the  last  few  years.  Marlboro  and 
Calvin  Klein  ads,  the  western  look 
and  now  the  new  boy/man  look 
(Dillon,  Cruise  and  company  all 
look  like  models  from  the  In 
Touch  ad  three  years  ago).  Hard  to 
Hold  has  grabbed  onto  that  look 
but  is  afraid  to  do  anything  with  it. 
It’s  content  to  peddle  Rick  Spring¬ 
field’s  ass,  but  not  his  sexuality.  It 
may  be  all  body,  but  certainly  has 
no  soul. 


increase  his  holdings.  It’s  inter¬ 
esting  to  note  that  his  brother  com¬ 
mitted  suicide  about  six  months 
after  receiving  his  share  in  1972, 
leaving  it  to  his  daughters,  the  very 
same  nieces  who  now  want  John’s 
share  plus  the  estate  he  built. 

“If  the  lawyers  want  to  know 
John  was  not  a  drunk,  all  they 
have  to  do  is  ask  at  Edinboro  State 
University,  where  he  taught.  He 
wasn’t  fired.  It  was  a  period  of  re¬ 
trenchment,  and  the  Foreign  Lan¬ 
guage  Department  suffered  badly. 
We  in  languages  are  still  suffering 
from  a  lack  of  interest  in  the  field. 
Calling  John  a  drunk  is  just  a  way 
to  subvert  the  use  of  the  money 
from  it’s  original  purpose  of  help¬ 
ing  gay  people. 

“Anyone  who  defends  John’s 
right  to  leave  his  money  to  gay 
rights  will  be  accused  of  being 
equally  degenerate  in  the  minds  of 
those  bankers  and  lawyers.  It 
seems  as  if  nobody  wants  that 
money  to_go  to  gay  rights.” 

“John  never  complained  about 
being  gay,  but  he  was  uncomfor¬ 
table  being  a  homosexual  in  our 
society,”  Lemieux  concluded. 
“He  knew  here  he  wanted  his 
money  to  go,  to  help  gay  people 
feel  more  comfortable.  He  had  a 
lawyer  write  a  valid  will,  and  paid 
for  the  protection  of  a  valid  will.  1 
wish  the  gay  community  would 
help  him  now.  He’s  a  victim  of 
legal  duress,  even  in  his  efforts  to 
help  other  victims.”

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(a)  These  amendments  also  app¬ 
ly  in  a  limited  way  to  prisoners. 
Here  are  some  cases  that  show 
this: 

"To  deprive  one  of  his  con¬ 
stitutional  rights  under  the  First 
Amendment,  his  right  to  read 
what  he  will  and  when  he  will,  is  in 
this  Court’s  view  irreparable  and 
immediate  injury .”  (Fortune 
Society  v.  McGinnis,  319  F.Supp. 
901  S.D.  NY  1970) 

“ The  Due  Process  and  Equal 
Protection  clauses  of  the  Four¬ 
teenth  Amendment  follow  them 
[prisoners]  into  prison  and  there 
protect  them  from  unconstitu¬ 
tional  action  of  the  part  of  prison 
authorities  carried  out  under  color 
of  state  law.  ”  (Fortune  Society  v. 
McGinnis,  supra) 

"The  Constitution  protects 
the  right  to  receive  information 
and  ideas.  This  freedom,  [of 
speech  and  press]  . . .  necessarily 
protects  the  right  to  receive  . . . 
[citing  cases].  This  right  to  infor¬ 
mation  is  fundamental  to  our  free 
society.  ”  (Stanley  v.  Georgia  394 
US.  557,  564,  89  S.  Ct.  1243, 
1247,  22  L.Ed.2d.  542  (1969)  ). 

These  cases  show  that  courts  are 
sometimes  willing  to  allow  that 
prisoners  have  First  and  Four¬ 
teenth  Amendment  rights.  Other 
cases  are:

Our  experience  at  GCN  is  that  prisons 
do  pretty  much  what  they  want  to  and 
good  luck  to  the  prisoner  in  finding 
legal  aid  and  in  not  getting  transferred 
out  of  the  district  before  the  case  is 
finally  heard  or  not  getting  harassed  in 
various  ways  into  dropping  the  whole 
thing . 


“/  never  worry  too  much  about  being 
fair-minded,  because  /  know  that  in  the  end 
justice  always  triumphs.’' 


Generally,  of  course,  the  courts 
have  deferred  to  prison  officials 
for  determining  what  affects 
“security,  order  and  rehabilita¬ 
tion.” 

(c)  Finally,  it  is  very  important 
to  note  that  it  is  the  prison  which 
must  prove  that  you  should  not 
receive  the  mail.  It  is  not  your  du¬ 
ty  to  show  them  you  should  be  able 
to  receive  it. 

"The  burden  is  always  on  the 
prison  administration  to  justify 
the  rejection  of  each  item  and  the 
burden  is  a  substantial  one.  ” 
(Cofone  v.  Manson  409  F.Supp. 
1033) 

Rules  Too  Vague 
Based  on  Procunier  v.  Martinez 
prison  regulations  should  not  be 
so  general  that  they  let  prison  of¬ 
ficials  make  up  their  own  reasons 
for  censoring  the  mail.  This  is 
another  argument  you  can  make. 
The  court  in  Cofone  v.  Manso'n 
agreed  with  this: 


ing  is  unconstitutional  on  as  many 
grounds  as  you  can.  When 
defending  yourself  in  court,  it 
helps  to  argue  as  many  points  as 
possible,  so  if  one  argument  fails 
you  still  have  other  arguments 
that  may  succeed. 

Due  Process 

When  mail  is  rejected,  the 
prison  must  follow  certain  “due 
process’  rules.  The  Supreme 
Court  requires  prisons  to  notify 
the  prisoner: 

"of  the  rejection  of  a  letter 
written  by  or  addressed  to  him, 
that  the  author  of  that  letter  be 
given  a  reasonable  opportunity  to 
protest  that  decision,  and  that 
complaints  be  referred  to  a  prison 
official  other  than  the  person  who 
originally  disapproved  the  cor¬ 
respondence.  ”  (Procunier  v.  Mar¬ 
tinez,  supra) 

These  guidelines  are  also 
described  in  Hopkins  v.  Collins: 

"In  our  view,  the  key 
elements  approved  in  the  Pro¬ 
cunier  procedure  are:  (1)  ap¬ 
propriate  notice;  (2)  a  reasonable 
opportunity  to  challenge  the  in¬ 
itial  determination;  and  (3)  an 
ultimate  decision  by  a 
disinterested  party,  not  privy  to 
the  initial  censorship  decision. 
Due  process  requirements  are  met 
provided  these  guidelines  are  pre¬ 
sent.  ”  (Hopkins  v.  Collins  548 
F.2d  503  at  504) 

Needless  to  say,  “disinterested” 
parties  are  rare  birds. 


If  there  were  no  ‘ crime ,  ’  there  'cl  be  no 
need  for  cops;  i.e.  the  ‘ cops'  (prison 
bureaucrats ,  lawyers ,  judges,  etc.) 
have  a  vested  interest  in  keeping 
‘ crime  ’  at  a  certain  ‘ manageable  \  level; 
otherwise  they'd  be  out  of  a  job. 


(b)  But  this  ‘protection’  is  very 
limited.  In  fact,  generally,  the 
courts  have  let  prison  officials 
decide  if  mail  should  be  censored 
(with  the  exception  of  “legal 
mail”  between  lawyers  and  their 
clients). 

"In  the  First  Amendment 
context  a  corollary  of  this  princi¬ 
ple  is  that  a  prison  inmate  retains 
those  First  Amendment  rights  that 
are  not  inconsistent  with  his  status 
as  a  prisoner  or  with  the  legitimate 
penological  objectives  of  the  cor¬ 
rections  systems.”  (Pell  v.  Pro¬ 
cunier  417  U.S.  817  1974) 

The  court  has  described  what 
needs  of  the  prison  are  more  im¬ 
portant  than  the  rights  of  the 
prisoner  as  follows: 

"Applying  the  teachings  of 
our  prior  decisions  to  the  instant 
context,  we  hold  that  censorship 
of  prisoner  mail  is  justified  if  the 
following  criteria  are  met: 

First,  the  regulation  or  practice 
in  question  must  further  an  im¬ 
portant  or  substantial  governmen¬ 
tal  interest  unrelated  to  the  sup¬ 
pression  of  expression.  Prison  of¬ 
ficials  may  not  censor  inmate  cor¬ 
respondence  simply  to  eliminate 
unflattering  or  unwelcome  opi¬ 
nions  or  factually  inaccurate 
statements.  Rather  they  must 
show  that  a  regulation  authorizing 
mail  censorship  furthers  one  or 
more  of  the  identifiable  govern¬ 
mental  interests  of  security,  order 
and  rehabilitation. 

Second,  the  limitation  of  the 
First  Amendment  freedoms  must 
be  no  greater  than  is  necessary  or 
essential  to  the  protection  of  the 
particular  governmental  interest 
involved.”  (Procunier  v.  Mar¬ 
tinez,  supra). 


"This  regulation,  as  did 
regulations  in  Procunier,  fairly 
invites  prison  officials  and 
employees  to  apply  their  own  per¬ 
sonal  prejudices  and  opinions  as 
standards  for  prison  mail  censor¬ 
ship’...  The  First  Amendment  will 
not  allow  a  catch-all  regulation 
which  permits  the  exercise  of  un¬ 
bridled  discretion.  ”  (Cofone  v. 
Manson,  supra).  See  also  Aikens 
v.  Jenkins  534  F.2d  751,  753  (7th 
Cir.  1976). 

(a)  It  is  important  that  you  find 
out  under  what  regulation  your 
mail  was  censored.  The  prison 
must  give  you  this  information: 

"...thus  affirmative 
justification  for  withholding  a 
given  publication  must  be  furnish¬ 
ed. ’’(Morgan  v.  La  Valle e  526 
F.2d  221,  224-5  [at  222-5]). 

Several  examples  of  regulations 
which  the  courts  said  were  un¬ 
constitutional  are  found  in  these 
cases: 

Procunier  v.  Martinez,  supra. 

Aikens  v.  Jenkins,  supra. 

Cofone  v.  Manson,  supra. 

(c)  It  is  best  to  argue  that  a  rul- 


Publications 

The  courts  also  say  that 
prisoners  have  the  right  to  receive 
publications  (magazines, 
newspapers,  etc.)  as  well  as  letters: 

"It  is  only  when  the  in¬ 
dividual  publication  actually 
poses  a  tangible  threat  of  more 
than  negligible  imminence  to  the 
order  and  security  of  the  prison 
that  it  may  rejected.  ”  (Cofone  v. 
Manson,  supra) 

(a)  The  same  rules  as  above  for 
rejecting  a  letter  also  apply  to  re¬ 
jecting  a  publication: 

"By  censoring  incoming 
publications  the  state  also  placed  a 
bhrden  on  freedom  of  the 
press. . .  For  these  reasons  I  con¬ 
cur  with  those  courts  which  have 
held  that  in  order  to  censor  incom¬ 
ing  publications,  prison  ad¬ 
ministrators  must  at  least  comply 
with  the  standards  set  out  in  Pro¬ 
cunier  v.  Martinez.  ”  (Cofone  v. 
Manson,  supra  at  1039) 

(b)  The  court  says  that  the 
prison  cannot  censor  all  issues  of  a 
magazine  [e.g.  all  issues  of  GCN], 
and  that  the  prison  must  give 
separate  reasons  for  each  issue 
that  is  refused: 

“. . .  the  court  has  concluded 
that  requiring  a  separate  deter¬ 
mination  with  respect  to  each 
issue  of  the  newspaper  would  not 
be  an  undue  burden  on  the  prison 
administration  and  is  constitu¬ 
tionally  required.  ”  (McCleary  v. 
Kelly,  376  F.Supp.  1186  at  1192) 

Our  experience  at  GCN  is  that 
prisons  do  pretty  much  what  they 
want  to  here  and  good  luck  to  the 
prisoner  in  finding  legal  aid  and  in 
not  getting  transferred  out  of  the

sions,  they  can  still  be  useful  as 
support  for  cases  in  other  jurisdic¬ 
tions.

‘Crime’/Social  Control: 

Some  Unedited  Notes 

If  there  were  no  “crime,” 
there’d  be  no  need  for  cops;  i.e. 
the  ‘cops’  (prison  bureaucrats, 
lawyers,  judges,  etc.)  have  a 
vested  interest  in  keeping  ‘crime’ 
at  a  certain  ‘manageable’  level; 
otherwise  they’d  be  out  of  a  job. 

Implications?  (l)the  creation  of 
“victimless  crimes”;  (2)  the 
creation/maintenance  (in  prisons! 
for  example)  of  a  victim/criminal 
population  (based  on  poverty, 
race,  sex,  foreign  birth,  etc.)  to 
maintain  the  cops’  claim  to  need 
more  and  more  prisons,  guns, 
guards,  etc.  (which  they  never  give 
up  then  when  the  crime  rate  goes 
down);  (3)  maintenance  of  a  more 
or  less  subtly  tuned  social  control 
system  for  threatening  the  “at 
risk”  classes  (children,  queers,- 
women,  foreigners,  the  poor,  non¬ 
whites,  etc.),  keeping  them  from 
disturbing  the  status  quo  power 
relations  too  much. 

Question:  how  to  set  up  a 
system  with  some  provocative  sug¬ 
gestions  about  “what  is  to  be 
done?”  in  which  it  is  in  the  justice 
business’  interest  to  actually  “stop 
crime”  (prevent  it,  not  maintain 
it);  or  rather  to  support  social  con¬ 
ditions  where  it  is  not  necessary? 
For  example,  as  the  crime  rate 
goes  down,  more  and  more  cops 
get  pensions  at  younger  and 
younger  ages  and  more  money 
(the  money  not  spent  on  building 
prisons!) 


GCN  is  sometimes  accused  (sic) 
of  spending  too  much  energy  on 
lesbian  and  gay  prisoners.  To  the 
extent  that  someone  feels  this 
way,  we  haven’t  been  clear 
enough  about  our  efforts,  which 
are  only  in  part  the  support  of  gay 
prisoners.  An  (at  least!)  equally 
important  part  of  our  effort  is  to 
raise  our  consciousness  little  by 
little  about  how  the  definition  of 
“crime”  affects  (you  might  even 
say  “oppresses”)  all  of  our  lives, 
everyday,  in  ways  varying  from 
subtle  to  quite  gross.  Understan¬ 
ding  the  forces  and  the  people  in 
the  ‘crime’  definition/social  con¬ 
trol  business  is  crucial  for  the 
liberation  of  all  of  us.

Sex  machine  accident,  it  was. 
Doubling  up,  two  of  them  at  one 
time,  cocks.  Feeling  the  twinge 
deep  in  my  lower  back,  saying  to 
my  self,  logically,  it’s  time  to  stop. 
Stop  wearing  my  neck  brace, 
cosrnetic  code  message;  likes  it 
rough,  warm  liquid  urine  penis, 
select  people  fuck  without  grease, 
only  saliva  and  proper  breathing. 

Been  pretty  open,  open  about 
it:  how  did  you  hurt  your  back, 
lifting?  No,  sex,  fucking  and  other 
things  but  primarily  getting  car¬ 
ried  away  into  a  frantic  rush  of 
promiscuous  activity.  Odd  fact  is 
though  I’m  not  sorry,  because  it 
was  so  exciting.  One  of  my  high 
points,  sexually;  seriously  speak¬ 
ing,  not  to  be  traded  off.  Least 
not  for  social  behavior  patterned 
cliches,  tricky  stuff,  acrobatic  per¬ 
formance  surrounded  by  militant 
erections,  base  primitive  emotions 
let  loose.  It  was  raining  out  which 
made  it  a  perfect  day  for  inside 
erotic  play. 

Subject’s  an  ordinary  working 
stiff,  55  years  old,  semi-retired;  I 
hurt  my  back  going  down  on  these 
people,  meeting  them  casually  but 
with  honest  intent,  bent  over, 
freely  desiring  cock,  not  vaseline 
crisco  KY  jelly  jiggle  jam,  cheeks 
spread;  every  fuck  in  this  age  is  a 
new  experience. 


Understanding  the  forces  and  the  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  ‘ crime 9  definition /social- 
control  business  is  crucial  for  the 
liberation  of  all  of  us . 


“ The  average  person  apply¬ 
ing  contemporary  community 
standards  would  find  that  the 
work,  taken  as  a  whole,  appeals  to 
the  prurient  interest. 

“ The  work  depicts  or 
describes  in  a  patently  offensive 
way  sexual  conduct  specifically 
defined  by  the  applicable  state 
law. 

The  work,  taken  as  a  whole, 
lacks  serious  literary,  artistic, 
political  or  scientific  value.  ” 

The  definitions  basically 
transfer  the  ambiguity  in  the  word 
“obscenity”  to  the  ambiguity  in 
the  phrase  “average  person.” 
Generally,  of  course,  prison  mail 
room  officials  regard  themselves 
as  “average.” 

If  the  prison  censors  your  mail 
claiming  that  the  mail  will  hurt 
rehabilitation,  argue  that  mail 
helps  rehabilitation: 

“ Letter  writing  keeps  the  in¬ 
mate  in  contact  with  the  outside 
world,  helps  to  hold  in  check  some 
of  the  morbidity  and  hopelessness 
produced  by  prison  life  and 
human  impulses,  and  otherwise 
may  make  contributions  to  better 
mental  attitudes  and 
reformation.  ”  (Sostre  v.  McGin¬ 
nis  442  F.2d  178) 

Also  argue  that  censorship  of 
your  mail  will  hurt  rehabilitation: 

“The  harm  censorship  does 
to  rehabilitation  cannot  be  gain¬ 
said.  Inmates  lose  contact  with  the 
outside  world  and  become  wary  of 


proper  regard  to  be  afforded  the 
expertise  and  discretionary 
authority  of  competent  correc¬ 
tional  officials.  ”  (Battle  v.  Ander¬ 
son  376  F.Supp.  402) 

Outgoing  Mail 

The  prisons  are  not  supposed 
to  censor  outgoing  mail: 

“The  court  specifically  finds 
that  there  is  no  threat  to  the 
security  of  the  prisons,  the 
maintenance  of  discipline  therein, 
and  no  rehabilitative  effect  on 
prisoners  served  by  censorship  of 
outgoing  mail.  ”  (Preston  v. 
Cowan  369  F.Supp.  140) 

The  court  especially  protects 
certain  types  of  outgoing  mail  (i.e. 
the  implication  is  that  other  types 
of  mail  get  less-than-special  pro¬ 
tection...): 

“The  confidentiality  of  any 
inmate’s  outgoing  correspondence 
to  any  attorney,  court,  or  govern¬ 
ment  official  or  agency  shall  not 
be  abridged.  This  provision  is 
specifically  applicable  to  mail  to 
be  sent  to  any  court  which  is  re¬ 
quired  by  that  court  to  be  notariz¬ 
ed.  Incoming  correspondence 
from  any  of  the  sources  may  be 
opened  and  inspected  for  contra¬ 
band,  but  only  in  the  presence  of 
the  inmate-addressee,  and  may 
not  be  delayed  or  read.  ”  (Battle  v. 
Anderson,  supra). 

Although  most  of  the  cases 
quoted  above  are  state  court  deci¬

district  before  the  case  is  finally 
heard  or  not  getting  harassed  in 
various 'ways  into  dropping  the 
whole  thing. 

Obscenity 

If  the  prison  censors  your  mail 
because  of  obscenity,  what  the  of¬ 
ficials  must  show  is  explained  in 
Jackson  v.  Ward,  458  F.Supp. 
546,559: 

“in  order  ter  be  constitu¬ 
tionally  acceptable,  prison  regula¬ 
tion  mav  permit  suppression  of 
sexually  oriented  material  only  if 
material  comports  with  standard 
of  obscenity  defined  by  the  courts 
and  legislature  rather  than  one  ar¬ 
ticulated  by  prison  authorities.  ’’ 
The  courts  define  obscenity  in 
Miller  v.  California  (413  U.S.  15). 
The  Miller  standard  sets  three 
guidelines  all  obscenity 
judgements  must  meet:

placing  intimate  thoughts  or 
criticisms  of  the  prison  in  letters. 
This  artificial  increase  of  aliena¬ 
tion  from  society  is  ill-advised.  ” 
(Sostre  v.  McGinnis,  supra) 

“The  legitimate  interest  of  in¬ 
mates  in  having  access  to  the  in¬ 
formation,  both  social  and  educa¬ 
tional,  to  be  found  in  these 
various  types  of  periodicals  far 
outweighs  any  legitimate  interest 
of  penal  administration  or  any
